ASSURANCE OF LOYALTY 
OF GEORGIA APPLAUDED 


Creation of “Finance Com- 
mittee” and “Board of Con- 
trol” Is Proposed to Make 
Income and Expenditures 
Meet. : 


Announcing “efficiency and economy” 
as the key-note of the efforts which 


‘ he plans to put forth in his administra- 


tion, Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, in his 
inaugural speech before the general 
assembly Saturday, urged that all leg- 
islation of this session of the legisla- 
ture be along the line of simplified, 
responsible government, always adher- 
ing definitely “to the purpose to give 
the people a dollar’s service for every 
dollar of their money expended.” 

With this idea in mind, Governor Dor- 
sey laid great stress upon the need for 
reforms in the fiscal affairs of the 
state. 

That 
address 


portion of the § inaugural 
of Governor Dorsey, in 
he set forth his views 
upon the immediate needs of the com- 
monwealth, met with the warmest ap< 
proval, and his mention of the loyalty 
of Georgia to the president and the 
American nation brought a rejewed 
storm of cheers from his heyrers. 
“The American people,~.i this hour 
of- national anxiety,” said Governor 
Dorsey, ‘‘may con#dently reckon and 
rely upon Georgia's sympathy, Geor- 
gia’s rane Georgia’s willingness 
to cP her resources, the flower 
of Mer manhood and the honor of the 
te to the cause of making, as our 
president has expressed it, ‘the world 
safe for democracy.’ And our great 
democratic president, upon whom un- 
usual and difficult problems. bear 
heavily at this hour, deserves’ from 
Georgia’s representatives, in her gen- 
eral assembly, indorsement for his pa- 


lrecommended, 
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lieved by the flag. of our common 


country.” 

This utterance of Georgia’s loyalty 
by the chief executive of the _ state 
brought forth an instant and hearty 
outburst of applause and approval from 


the assemblage. 
Salient Recommendations. 

The following are the salient recom- 
mendations which Governor Dorsey 
made to the general assembly: 

In lieu of repealing the tax equaliza- 
tion act of 1918, Governor Dorsey rec- 
ommends the improvement of the act 
with a view to making invisible prop- 
erty bear more nearly its fair share 
of the burden of taxation. In this con- 
nection he points out that the state 
tax commissioner shows the return of 
money for taxation was less than $25,- 
000,000, at which time the report of 
the state bank examiner showed there 
was $170,000,000 on deposit in the banks 
of the state; that at the same time the 
merchandise in the state was returned 
at $41,000,000, the state insurance de- 
partment disclosed insurance on mer- 
chandise to be over $400,000,000; that, 
in many instances, banks are returning 
their assets for taxation at 40 per cent 
less than their market value. | 

To aid in correcting the practice of 
the general assembly in appropriating 
more funds than are available, the gov- 
ernor recommends the abolishment of 
the appropriations committees and the 
ways and means committee and the es- 
tablisment in lieu thereof a “finance 
committee,” whose duty it shall be both 
to find and spend the money. 

Urges “Board of Control.” 

In addition to the foregoing reform, 
the creation of a “dDoard-of control” is 
to be composed of the 
governor, comptroller general, treas- 
urer, attorney general and an auditor 
appointed by the governor, the duty of 
which commission shall be to scale 
down any excess appropriations by 
whatever per cent may be necessary, 
to establish a eivil service system for 
statehouse employees; to act as pur- 
chasing agent for the state; to in- 
vestigate and check the collection of 
state revenues, and to systematize and 
regulate the entire accounting system 
of the state. 

It is recommended that the legisla- 
ture take steps to put an end to the 
“uneonstitutional and illegal’ practice 
in the state’s fiscal affairs of applying 
taxes of one year to the payment oO 
appropriations of a previous year. 

A compulsory, local school tax at a 
reasonably low figure, with the option 
in each county of increasing the figure, 
is recommended, such an enactment re- 
quiring a constitutional amendment, 4n 
event of the adoption of this plaw for 
increasing jhe’ MOusT available for the 
maintenange of Y'vblic schools, a lib- 
eral appyopriation rer the purchase of 
free sghool books is. recommended. 

_'Vocational Educatién Law. 

Gévernor Dorsey asks that this leg- 
alaaie take steps to comply with the 
tederal vocational educational law in 
Yorder that Georgia.may share in the 
funds conditionally appropriated by the 
United States. 

He recommends more and better edu- 
cational facilities along agricultural 
and industrial lines for the negroes at 
the earliest opportunity, in order that 
they may be equipped for the best pos- 
sible service and citizenship. 

A reorganization of the entire agrt- 
cultural agencies of the state is recom- 
mended at no distant date, seeking “co- 
ordination, concentration and consoli- 
dation to the end that lost motion and 
duplication of effort may be saved and 
that jealousies, useless and detrimental, 
mav be eliminated.”

In view of a possible election of gov- 
ernor, in which it might take official 
action to determine who is elected, it 
is suggested that there shoyld be an 
earlier official ascertainment and an- 
nouncement of the selection of gov- 
ernor than under the present system, 
whereby the vote is canvassed by the 
general assembly on the 
after its inauguration and but a few 
inaugurated. Governor 
recommends the seating of the gov- 
ernor in January following his elec- 
tion, and, in the interest of this re- 
form, expresses his willingness that his 
own term should be shortened by the 
Six months from June to January.

Governor Dorsey’s inaugural address 
is in full as follows: 


General Assembly: The sovereign peo- 
ple of our commonwealth, by tne free 
exyession of their will, have accorded 
me the privilege and honor of serving 
for the ensuing two years as chief 
executive of Georgia, and the oath tag 
re I have just subscribed clothes me 
of the chief‘ magistracy, 

‘The one quality of administration 
demanded by this oath and expected by 
the people is fidelity—that J ‘shall 
faithfully execute the office and to the 
best of my abilgy, preserve, protect and 
defend the constitution of our state 
and of the Un!.<d States of America.’ 

‘While .*.. ny will undoubtedly dis- 
approve “., much that is done by any 
executive, yet universal condemnation 
will”~lways follow,a betrayal of trust, 
woiere honest mistakes would be con- 
doned. That mistakes will be made is 
certain. That sincere and honest ef- 
fort, however, will be appreciated, 
though not always approved, is as 
certain and sure as that opprobrium 
will follow him who proves recreant. 

“The duties of this high office are 
not always easily performed; indeed, 
are Often onerous. They are varied, 
and in the discharge of the functions 
of this responsible position, it not in- 
frequently happens that the conduct 
of your executive affects for weal or 
woe the people of this great empire. 

“Appreciating the great honor, fully 
conscious of the responsibilities, I un- 
dertake the duties devolving upon me 
with a fixed determination to render 
the people 
ficient and faithful service of which I 
am capable. 


Promises Early Message. 


“I conceive this an épportune time to 
discuss briefly and in a general way 
some of the problems that you and I 
are to consider. I purpose at an early 
date to transmit to your bodies a mes- 
sage, in which I shall amplify and en- 
large my views as to the several mat- 
ters which I deem it profitable to 
speak today, and in which I shall dis- 
cuss other important matters for the 
consideration of which this occasion 
is not deemed opportune, 

“I realize that there are many mem- 
bers in your bodies more familiar with 
State problems than I who have had 
heretofore no official opportunity for 
first-hand observation; but I shall 
express frankly the convictions which 
I entertain concerning all matters to 
which I refer, knowing that you will 
accord my views such consideration as 
they may deserve, but will rely, as the 
constitution and our laws contemplate, 
upon your own experience and wisdom 
to guide you aright. 

*T hardly need assure you that it will 
be my pleasure, as it is my oath-bound 
duty, on every occasion and in every 
matter where the welfare of our state 
and its people is concerned, to co- 
operate heartily with you to the full- 
est extent of my ability, and I assure 
you that I shall confidently expect at 
all times your complete co-operation. 

“There are important problems de- 
manding immediate attention and cor- 
rect solution at your hands, and call- 
ing for the exercise of both patriotism 
and ability. 

Finance and Taxation. 

“To maintain the state government 
and make appropriations necessary for 
improvemént and progress requires 
revenues, which must come from taxa- 
tion—the most complex, intricate and 
perplexing problem with which you 
will be confronted, and one in which 
every person is directly interested. 

“The tax equalization law of 1913 is 
not perfect and injustice, no doubt, 
fréquently results in its administration. 
But I would greatly regret to see it 
repealed unless a better one is sub- 
stituted therefor, 

“This law, it occurs to me, should 
be strengthened and perfected. No 
scientific and absolutly equitable 
scheme of taxation is susceptible of 
attainment except it be built up 
through experience. 

‘Unfortunately, invisible property, 
under this law,-as under all previous 
laws, and, indeed,,,under all laws of 
all states, so far:.as I have been 
able to discover, is escaping its 
fair ~ burden of taxation, and 
your ingenuity will be challenged to 
find a method whereby such property 
can be made to pay its pro rata share 
toward the maintenance of our govern- 
ment, but your energies should be di- 
rected to that end. The scheme and 
plans devised, to escape taxation, are 
numerous. The state tax commission- 
er of Georgia is authority for the state- 
ment that in 1914 the returns of money 
for taxation were less than $25,000,- 
000, when the report of the state bank 
examiner of this state showed there 
was on deposit in the banks of this 
state $170,000,000. At the same time, 
the returns of merchandise in this state 
for taxation was $41,000,000, while the 
insurance department disclosed insur- 
ance on merchandise to be over $400,- 
000,000, or more than ten times the 
value returned for taxation. 

“T find that six banks in a city of 
approximately 20,000 inhabitants have 
returned their assets for taxation this 
year at figures which, in each in- 
stance, as shown by sworn statements 
of their officials, required by law to 
be made and published, are 40 per cent 
less than the market value of their 
assets. Thus many people with ready 
cash, some merchants and some bank- 
ers, by their own admissions, are es- 
caping taxation on millions of dollars, 
while land values more uniformally are 
being taxed at their real worth. 

“Some legislation amendatory of ex- 
isting laws should speedily be enact- 
ed to remedy these inequalities. 

“But I shall not burden you with a 
detailed discussion at this time of what 
I deem to be proper methods to un- 
cover invisible property for taxation. 
I shall discuss the matter in detail in 
my message. 


“A reform in our

finances, I suggest, should begin with 
a change in your rules, which I re- 
spectfully submit, should provide for a 
finance committee, into which your 
ways and means committee and the 
appropriations committee of the house 
should be merged, this committee to be 
charged with the duties of both those 
committees, the inevitable -result of 
which expenditures will harmonize with 
available funds. 

‘Tf this finance committee should put 
itself in the attitude of appropriating 
more money than ean reasonably be 
anticipated, and the general assembly 
in conformity with this report should 
make appropriations in excess of avail- 
able funds, then a commission, or 
board, which I shall discuss later, 
should be established by your body,

High Lights From Speech 
_ By Georgia’s New Governor 


ee 


“The American people, in this hour of national anxiety, May confi- 
dently reckon and rely upon Georgia’s sympathy, Georgia's support and 
Georgia’s willingness to dedicate her resources, the flower of her manhood 
and the honor of the state to the cause of making, as our president has 
expressed it, ‘The world safe for democracy.’ And our great democratic 
president, upon whom unusual and difficult problems bear heavily at this 
hour, deserves from Georgia’s representatives, in her general assembly, 
indorsement for:his patriotic devotion to those principles believed by the 
flag of our common country.” 


Instead of repealing the tax equalization act of 1913, Governor Dorsey 
urges that the act be amended and improved with a view to reaching 
invisible property and compelling this class of taxable values to bear its 
just burden of the taxes of the state. 


The abolishment of both the appropriations committee’ and the ways 
and means committee of the house, and the establishment, in lieu thereof, 
of a finance committee, which shall have charge both of finding and 
appropriating the revenues of the state, is recommended by the governor. 
This concentration of responsibility, he points out, will make it impossible 
for such a committee consistently to recommend appropriations beyond 
the estimated revenue of the state. 


The governor recommends the creation of a “board of contfel,” to 
be composed of the governor, the comptroller general, the treasurer, the 
attorney general and an auditor, for the purpose of scaling down excess 
appropriations, establishing a civil service basis for employment of state- 
house employees, to act as purchasing agent for the state, to investigate 
and check the collection of revenues for the state and to systematize and 
regulate the entire accounting system of the state. 


As a further reform in the state system of conducting its business, 
the governor urges the legislature to put an end to the practice of applying 
taxes of one year to the payment of appropriations of a former year, which 
practice, in the opinion of Governor Dorsey, is illegal and‘ unconstitutional. 


Governor Dorsey recommends a constitutional amendment requiring 
a local school tax and a given reasonable figure in each county, with the 
option in each county of voting a larger tax than that which would be 
absolutely required. Other recommendations for the betterment and 
enlargement of the state’s educational facilities are the passage of an act 
wherein the state of Georgia will comply with the federal vocational 
educational law so that Georgia may participate in the conditional federal 
appropriation under this law; substantial appropriations for free school 
books at the earliest practicable moment, and the creation of better indus- 
trial and agricultural educational facilities for negroes. 


Re-organization of the entire agricultural agencies of the. state in 
the near future is suggested, with a view to co-ordinating, concentrating 
and consolidating these agencies and eliminating lost motion and useless 
and harmful jealousies as between various branches of the agricultural 


service of the state. 


The governor recommends the enactment of general legislation to 
cover local matters and the elimination of the consideration of local mat- 
ters from the work of the general assembly. 


To make less frequent interference by the executive with the judg- 
ments of the courts, Governor Dorsey suggests that the legislature make 
it impossible for the governor to use the powers of pardon or commuta- 
tion except in cases where it is demande¢ for the public good, and in 


order that injustiee may not be wrought. 


The governor expresses his willingness to have six months cut from 
his two-year term of office should the legislature deem it advisable tw 
provide that the governor shall go into office in January instead of in 
June, as at present, which change in the date of beginning and termination 


of terms, the governor believes, will aid. the state.

Raleigh, N. C., June 30.—G. &. Jacobs, 
20 years old, Seaboard Air Line Rail- 
way telegraph operator at Franklinton, 
N. C., was ‘brought here tonight and 
and placed in jail charged with man- 
slaughter in connection with the deaths 
of four trainmen in a head-on collision 
between two fast freight trains near 
Franklinton early today. He was 
brought here for safe-Keeping after 
having been convicted in the mayor's 
court at Franklinton of drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct. 

Although no threats against Jacobs 
were made openly at Kranklinton, feel- 
ing was said to be high and the au- 
thorities deemed it best to remove him 
to Raleigh. 

Both engineers, H. 
Portsmouth, Va., and Samuel G. 
ous, Of Raleigh, Fireman O. L. 
of Raletgh, and Brakeman George Na- 
pier, of Richmond, Va., white, were 
killed, and John Smith, negro fireman, 
and T. O. Jones, brakeman, of Raleigh, 
were injured. The bodies of the train- 
men are buried beneath the debris and 
it is regarded as doubtful if they ever 
will be recovered, as it was believed 
they were cremated.

Secretary as Chief of De- 
fense Council Repudiates 
Agreement—He Says the 
Council Lacks Power to 
Fix Prices. 


Washington, June 30.—Secretary Ba- 
ker, as president of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense, repudiated tonight an 
agreement fixing a tentative price of $3 
a ton for bituminous coal, reached at 
a conference here Thursday between 
coal producers, Secretary Lane, a mem- 
ber of the defense council, members 
council’s coal production com- 
mittee and the federal trade commis- 
sion.

its commit- 
said in a letter 
to W. S. Gifford, the council, has 
power to fix prices. He added that the 
price of $3 at the mines suggested for 
bituminous coal is “exorbitant, unjust 
and oppressive.” 

Secretary Daniels, another member 
of the council, earlier in the day, said 
the agreement would in no way affect 
coal purchased for the navy. The navy, 
he said, will continue to buy from the 
mines at $2.33 a ton, leaving a price 
to be determined after the federal trade 
commission has ascertained production 
costs. 

In his letter to Mr. Gifford, Mr. Baker 
asserted that he believed no members 
of the defense council disagreed with 
him as to the limitations on the powers 
of the council and its committees, and 
as to the effect of the action taken. 
The fact that the conferences were at- 
tended by members of the council and 
of the trade commission, he declared, 
gave no legality to the agreement. 

How Agreement Was Reached. 

The price’ fixing agreement 
reached after 400 operators called here 
by the coal production committee had 
resolutions authorizing thelr 
committees to give assent to such max- 
imum bituminous prices as might be 
named by the secretary of the interior, 
the federal trade commission and the 
coal committee. 

The resolution was reported by Trade 
Commissioner Fort from a special com- 
mittee. In presenting it for adoption 
Mr. Fort declared he believed it was 
antirely safe for the conference to 
adopt and that any responsibility as to 
the legality of fixing prices was put 
on the government and not on the 
operators under the terms of the reso- 
lution. Some operators had expressed 
a fear that they might be prosecuted 
under the anti-trust laws if they en- 
tered into an agreement among them- 
Belves to lower prices. 

An official announcement made 
through the public information com- 
mittee said that in the final conference 
cost prices and other confidential in- 
formation was laid on the table and 
the government representatives, acting 
as judges, decided what would be the 
highest prices paid at the mines—the 
prices to go into effect July 1, and to 
remain in effect until investigations are 
made and ether prices arranged.

His letter to Mr. Gifford said: 

“My attention has been called 
through the newspapers to the action 
reported to have been taken at Wash- 
ington, Db. C., during the past week 
by the suo-called committee on coal pro- 
duction of the Council of National De- 
fense, in co-operation with certain coal 
producers and representatives of coal 
mining enterprises, with regard to the 
price of bituminous and anthracite 
coal. \ 

“The facts seem to be that the coal 
production committee invited to Wash- 
ington various coal operators and ar- 
ranged conferences between’ them, 
members of the coal production com- 
mittee and members of the _ federal 
trade commission, leading to the adop- 
tion of resolutions in favor of an early 
and accurate determination of the 
costs involved in the production of 
bituminous and anthracite coal, as a 
basis for some future action by some 
official agency of the government in 
fixing fair and just prices of these 
products, should any such agency be 
given power to do so, Pending such an 
ascertainment of costs, this meeting 
seems to have adopted a _ resolution 
whereby the operators present agreed 
to sell bituminous coal at a price not 
higher than $3 per ton, and that this 
obligation should remain in force until 
come such action had been taken By an 
authorized governmental agency. 

“The color which has been given this 
meeting and this resolution in the 
newspapers may well mislead the pub- 
lic into believing that the Council of 
National Defense has either undertaken 
itself to fix fhe price of coal, or to 
sanction its being fixed by the coal 
production committee, or that commit- 
tee in conjunction with the coal op- 
erators. 

Defense Council Lacks Legal Power.

Baker’s Letter Causes Surprise. 

Mr. Baker’s letter caused much sur- 
prise among those officials who con- 
sidered that the government has ac- 
complished a notable achievement in 
inducing the coal operators to agree 
to a price far bélow that now effec- 
tive. Secretary Lane, a central figure 
in the conference, and other officials 
declined to comment, but it was point- 
ed out that Secretary Baker spoke only 
in his capacity as head of the defense 
council and that he did not attempt 
to repudiate the approval given the 
operator’s new price scale by interior 
department and federal trade commis- 
sion officials. 

Several explanations for the letter 

were suggested tonight among those 
familiar with the situation.’ One was 
that the department of justice is anx- 
ious that the fate of pending prose- 
cutions in New York against a few coal 
Operators -be not jeopardized by the 
action taken here regarding prices. 
_ Those who take a different view be- 
lieve that in the near future there 
may be an issue in the cabinet that 
Will involye the very problem pre- 
sented in this case. Some members of 
the cabinet are understood to feel that 
the best way to handle big business 
interests in war time is to appeal to 
their sense of patriotism and fair play, 
and that a little more than ordinary 
profit would not be a bad thing if it 
would stimulate production. Another 
sroup is understood to feel that there 
must be a constant use of the great 
power of government to coerce busi- 
ness interests to give the lowest pos- 
sible prices. 

How deep the difference goes has 
not become apparent, but it is possible 
that a reappearance will lead to many 
difficulties among officials. ;

Senate Finance Committee 
Completes Bill—No Addi- 
tional Bonds—$730,000,000 
to Come From Excess 
Profits. 


Washington, June 30,—Revision of 
the $1,800,000,000 war tax bill passed 
by the house five weeks ago was com- 
pléted today by the senate finance com- 
mittee. The measure virtually was re- 
written and reduced to $1,652,170,009,

While the bill falls short by about 
$600,000,000 of meeting the treasury es- 
timates of war expenses next year, the 
committee decided that by issuing $135,-

General Tariff Tax Stricken. 

The committee struck out entirely 
the house 10 per cent general tariff tax

It substituted consumption taxes, to- 
taling $86,000,000¥and bearing more di- 
rectly upon consumers, of half a cent a 
pound on sugar, two cents on coffee, 
five cents on tea and three cents on 
cocoa and substitutes, 

All Spanish war stamp taxes would 
be virtually reimposed and the bill, the 
committee. adding a new tax of 1 per 
cent each on bank checks over $5. From 
Stamp taxes $33,000,000 revenue was 
proposed under the house bill and $30,- 
000,000 under the committee revision. 

Other changes in the revised bill in- 
clude a prohibitive tax to stop manu- 
facture of distilled beverages, while 
taxes on Other intoxicants are virtually 
doubled; elimination of house taxes of 
$6,000,000 on inheritances, and $108,- 
000,009 retroactive tax¥agupon 1916 in- 
comes; repeal of the special 12% per 
cent tax on war munitions; repeal of 
the “drawback” ‘re-export allowance 
given sugar refiners; extension to par- 
cel post packages of a tax of 1 per 
cent for each 25 cents paid for express 
transportation, elimination of house 
taxes on consumers’ electric light, pow- 
er and gas bills, all insurance, jewelry, 
club dues, tires and tubes, musical in- 
struments, motion. picture films and 
chewing gum. 

House levies of 5 per eent upon gross 
sales of many manufacturers were 
stricken out entirely and taxes on pat- 
ent medicines, perfumery, cosmetics, 
Pullman accommodations and soft 
drinks greatly reduced. 

Believing a compromise on prohibi- 
tion legislation will not stop consump- 
tion and revenue yield from 
beer or wines, the committee 
made little change in the house liquor 
taxes. 

In greatly increasing the tax levy 
on excess profits, the committee also 
provided for such taxation on corpora- 
tions’ undistributed surplus. That earn- 
ed in 1917 will be allowed a general 
tax exemption of 20 per cent and that

AGAINST GERMANY 


Without’ Formal 
tion Her Navy Is Co-oper- 
ating With U.S. Warships 
in the South Atlantic.

Washington, June 30.—Brazil’s ‘navy 
has begun co-operating with the Amer- 
ican fleet in South American waters in 
hunting down German sea raiders and 
watching for German submarines. Send- 
ing of a special diplomatic mission to 
Brazil to arrange for greater co-ordi- 
nation of forces and the closest possi- 
ble co-operation of the two govern- 
ments is being considered by the Unit- 
ed States. 

Without formal declaration of war, 
Brazil thus practically has joined the 
United States against Germany. 

Coincident with the inauguration of 
Brazil's naval operations a plan for 
protecting her merchant ships in their 
vovages to allied ports with frozen 
meats and other foodstuffs, has been 
put into effect. 

Whether Brazil will supplement her 
action by a formal declaration of war 
is not Known here and by some offi- 
cials such action is regarded as doubt- 
ful, because the government at Rio 
Janeiro is inclined to regard its action 
rather as defensive than aggressive. 

Brazil's navy is the largest of the 
South American group, and in connec- 
tion with the American fleet, command- 
ed by Admiral Caperton, it is believed 
the work of keeping the South Atlantic 
clear of enemy craft will be greatly 
facilitated.

REPORT ON BAUXITE 
AND FULLER'S EARTH 
MADE BY GEOLOGIST 


“Bauxite and Fuller’s Farth of the 
Coastal Plain of Georgia” is the title of 
a very important report just issued by 
the state geological department. The 
report, which was prepared by H. K. 
Shearer, assistant state geologist, con- 
tains 340 pages of printed matter and 
a large number of half-tone illustra- 
tions, together with a geologic map of 
the coastal plain, showing the location 
of the individual deposits of bauxite 
and Fuller's earth.

Situation in DeKalb. 


Councilman Buchanan stated that he} 


did not think it would be possible for 
the county of DeKalb to furnish con- 
vict labor to open and back-fill the 
ditch for the big water main, as will 
be done by Fulton convicts to the Ful- 
ton line. 

Mr.:-Smith placed an onder for 25,300 
feet of wood-stave pipe, 16-inches, with 
the Michingan Pipe company, Satur- 
day. The pipe is to be used beyond 
Buckhead, cast iron pipe as used in At- 
lanta, being used as far out as Buck- 
head. 

The pipe will be laid at the rate of 
2,500 feet per day. 

Work on laying this main will be 
Started Monday morning by the county 
convicts. The convicts will dig the 
excavation for laying the pipes as 
far as the county line, without cost 
to the government. 

W. A. Hansell, of the public works 
department, stated that the work would 
be’ completed with the forces assigned 
to it in about three weeks, but that 
should there be occasion for rushing 
the work, upon being notified the 
county could put a larger force on the 
job and complete it within a few days. 

Too Busy te Talk. 

Kverything and everybody is too 
busy to talk at the cantonment site, 
where a mile-and-a-half of barracks 
buildings, several hundred yards each 
in length, are being erected to house 
the big army of drafted men to be 
trained there this winter. 

Roadways are being mapped out by 

engineers, water courses arranged, 
buildings erected, temporary water 
mains put up, lighting systems  i1n- 
stalled, forests cleared away to make 
room: for the barracks, a system of 
sanitation planned and. hundreds of 
other things too numerous to enumer- 
ate. 
Many people are misled about the 
location of the Silver Lake cantonment 
site. It is not at Silver Lake at all, 
but about two and one-half miles from 
Silver Lake—so far even that the gov- 
ernment is planning to build a big 
swimming pool for the soldiers. In- 
stead of turning off Peachtree road 
to the left at Oglethorpe university 
to reach the cantonment site, one must 
continue out Peachtree road, crossing 
over the railroad, fully a mile farther, 
before arriving at the northern end of 
the camp site, which is at the old Fol- 
som farm, now owned by Mayor Asa 
G. Candler. From this point in a south- 
easterly direction, and following along 
the top of a little ridge, the canton- 
ment site winds in a horseshoe shape. 
On top of this ridge will ‘be built the 
barracks buildings. The length of the 
camp site is 1% miles, and the width 
approximately one-half mile. 

Over 1,100 carpenters are busy erect- 
ing the wooden barracks buildings. In 
a few days fifteen army truck trains, 
consisting of 33 big 3-ton trucks to 
the train, will be in operation at the 
cantonment site. Hundreds of more 
carpenters will be at work. A carpen- 
ter is now making between $40 and $50 
a week there. He gets 40 cents an 
hour for eight hours, and works 11% 
hours, getting time and a half for 
overtime, and double time for Sunday 
work, and working each Sunday. 

Engineers on Rash. 

Engineers of the army are on hand 
making surveys for new roadways, 
testing water courses on the site, and 
doing hundreds of other things. Doz- 
ens of clerks are now at work at the 
site in the quartermaster’s department, 
and contractors and sub-contractors 
are busy as ‘bees. 

The northern entrance to the camp 
lies about one-half mile south of 
Chamblee, Ga., at which place from 
ten to twenty-five carloads of lumber 
and other material are being unloaded 
daily. The trucks are transporting 
this material to all parts of the Can- 
tonment site. Shortly a siding will be 
built at Folsom farm. 

All told, sixteen regiments will be 
trained at the camp. Each regiment 
will have from twelve to fourteen 
companies, each company having 200 
men instead of 150. Altogether, 42,000 
men will be in training. 

The engineers in charge of the con- 
struction work state that it will be 
impossible to complete the camp by 
September 1. 


MORE TRUCK DRIVERS 
ARE NEEDED BY ARMY 


A new call has been sent out in the 
southeastern territory, by Uncle Sam, 
for volunteers to be chauffeurs in the 
quartermaster’s department, the prin- 
cial requirements being good moral 
character and ability to drive a car. 
The new chauffeurs will be given the 
rank of sergeant and pay of $44 a 
month and expenses. 

Although an order went out some 
time ago saying that no more chauf- 
feurs would be required for the quar- 
termaster’s department, R. W. Wood- 
ruff, chairman of the central examin- 
ing board of this territory, has received 
a new order revoking the former one 
and stating volunteers are 
needed. 

Application should be made in At- 
lanta and vicinity by any prospective 
volunteer to the office of ‘Mr. Woodruff, 
63 Ivy street. In other cities and towns 
applicants will be given application 
blanks at any regular army recruiting 
station. The applicant should go to 
the nearest regular army recruiting 
officer and state specifically that he 
wants an application blank for a chauf- 
feur in the quartermaster’s department.

High tem- 
peratures in Kansas and Nebraska tend- 
ed further to increase bullish sentiment. 
The weather elsewhere, however, was 
favorable and this fact caused at first 
considerable transient weakness in the 
new crop months. 

Wheat and oats hardened in sympathy 
with the corn bulge. Wheat bears 
had an advantage in the early trad- 
ing, though, on account of announce- 
ments that the first new wheat this 
season had arrived at the Atlantic sea- 
board ready for shipment to Europe. 
There were also advices at’ hand that 
harvesting of new wheat was in prog- 
ress in Illinois and that cutting was 
being done as far north as Alton.

_Foresees Great Bull Market 


On Other Hand Some of 


-the Old-Timers Are Un- 
certain on Account of Miss- 
ing Predictions for Past 
Week. 


New York, June 30.—(Special.)—Wall 
' Street has béen predicting for weeks 
and months past that as soon as thg eov- 
ernment had in hand the money from 
the $2,000,000,000 Liberty Loan bond 
offering, the stock market would be- 
gin to boil in anticipation of the war- 
order profits to be realized from gov- 
ernment buying of all kinds of war 
supplies. A large part of the $2,000,- 
000,000 is now: available and this week 
the money was being spent; but for the 
first time since this country entered 
the European war there seemed to be 
a difference of opinion as to what is 
going to happen stockmarketwise. To- 
day some of the keenest men in Wall 
street are asking: “Is there, after all, 
going to be the wild bull market in 
stocks, especially in industrials, we 
have been expecting?” 

Those who are beginning to doubt 
point out that there are now restrain- 
ing influences hanging over the stock 
market which only a comparatively few 
weeks ago were not foreseen or taken 
into consideration. For example, it is 
now being pointed out that the govern- 
ment’s plans to restrict exports of steel, 
copper, iron, coal, food and all war sup- 

lies to neutral countries will natural- 

y be a restraining factor. Likewise 
it is being argued that there can be 
no good, from the stock market view- 
point, in the plans of the government 
to fix a maximum selling price for the 
war supplies to be manufactured for 
this country. 

The Greatést Dravwback. 

But the greater drawback of all to 
the anticipated bull market in stocks, 
4t was declared in some quarters of 
Wall street this week, is the ovethang- 
ing legislation to tax war profits, From 
‘trustworthy sources Wall stredt has 
learned that the bill now being con- 
sidered by the finance committee jof the 
senate is not likely to become a law, 
for at the very shortest time six weeks. 

- After the finance committee has) com- 
pleted its work the Lill must go tto the 
senate as a whole and then baick to 
conference with the house, whiere it 
originated. Speculative Wall stre@t will 
see, after that law has been Passed, 
around the’ middle of August ar the 
first of September, it was maintained 
by some this week, that the govern- 
ment intends to outdo England im tax- 
ing war profits. 

What happened in England to raise 
war funds by taxation was that indus- 
trial companies were alowed to select 
the two best years out of the three pre- 
ceding the outbreak of the war, on Au- 
gust 1, 1914, and then pay a war tax 
on all profits exceeding the average 
of the two best years selected. At 
first the government war tax in excess 
war profits was 50 per cent of the 
amount earned over and above the av- 
erage for the two years selected; then 
60 per cent: now it is 80 per cent., There 
was no wild, rampant, bull market in 
England, it was argued this week by 
those pessimistically inclined, because 
the war profits of the industrial com- 
Panies »were taken away by the gov- 
ernment. Similar action by this gov- 
ernment is overhanging our stock mar- 
ket, was the concluding argument of 
those wearing blue glasses. 

Looks for Bull Market. 

It must be admitted that such argu- 
ments are worth considering, especial- 
ly in view oi the fact that instead of 
‘advancing this week prices of indus- 
trial shares. declined. But what can 
be said for the other side? That ques- 
tion was put this week to the head of 
one ot the very largest investment in- 
stitutions in the country. When it 
eemes to investments, the banker in 
question, when the occasion requires 
it, does not hesitate an instant to talk 
for publication over his own name; 
but with the stock marKet the case 
is diiferent. It is very rare for one of 
the big men in Wall street to talk 
about the stock market for publica- 
tion; sumething wholly unexpected 
may happen any minute, to change the 
entire outlook, and then the charge 
can be made, and usually is, by unfor- 
tunate speculators, that the financier 
talking for publication was only doing 
it to influence sentiment for ‘the bene- 
fit of his oWn pocketbook. Sometimes, 
when conditions are just right, a snap- 
py. pointed interview with a prominent 
Wall street man can do a lot to swing 
the stock market either pne ‘way or 
the other. Hence the well-known dis- 
like among the big tinanciers for in- 
terviews on the trend of the stock 
market. 

“T don’t mind telling you the way it 
looks to me, if you do not use my 
name,” the Wall street banker in ques- 
tion replied this week, in answer to 
a direct question as to what he could 
see ahead in the stock 
can see a great bull market, the 
gest bull market this country has evei 
experienced. There probably will be 
hesitation until this excess profit tax 
question is settled by congress, but ait- 
er that there will be cheap money, 
lots of it, and large manufacturing 
profits. Those conditions will make a 
bull market in stocks. 

England and America Different. 

“A vreat many people who are pessi- 
mistic regarding the outlook argue that 
England, with all of her inflation and 
industrial activity. has had novo bull 
stock market. But there is a great 
fundaimentzl difference between the 
United States and Kngland. Over there 
the money is 2zolng vut of the coun- 
try; here it is cuming in trom the out- 
side and staying. 

“Of course we are going to ‘have 
heavy excess profit taxes: but even so 
there will be a large divisible’ surplus 
remaining, the largest surpluses appli- 
cable to dividends ever reported by our 
industrial companies. 

“That is the first big factor influenc- 
ing me in my eonclusion that a big 
bull stock market is ahead. The next 
big factor, is that the rich men will 
not be able tw take their profits, either 
in manufacturing plants or in the 
stock market. They must hold on; and 
that holding on will be a_ guarantee 
against heavy liquidation. But for the 
restraining influence [ have in mind, 
the rich men would make a rush at the 
first opportunity to take profits, and 
the effect of that liquidation in indus- 
trial stocks would be exactly the same 
as the effect heavy foreign selling of 
American railroad bonds and 
had on the market here for railway 
securities in 1914, 1915 and 1916. But 
for that flood of foreign liquidation, 
we would have had a bull market on 
railroad stocks in 1915 and 1916. 

“Hold On.” Rich Man’s Course. 

“Iiere is why the big men will not 
be avle to take profits, but must hold 
on until after the war is over: Fake a 
man who had, say, $100,000 actually 
invested in an industrial plant before 
the war broke out. With war profits 
piling up that original $100,000 has 
grown to $1,000,000. But if he sells 
now he must pay a heavy surtax on 
profits of $900,009. And the same is 
true of the rich man who bought, say, 
1,000 shares of United States steel com- 
mon around $100 a share and has seen 
it go to $130 a share. He is now get- 
ting dividends of 14 ‘per cent on that 
stock, or $14,000 annually,gand hence 
will have to pay an income tax which 
would amount to $30,000, he would 
have to pay the surtax on that $30,000 
profits. Hence you see there is nothing 
for the rich man to do in the stock 
market but hold on. He can't take 

rofits without giving up too much, and 
nis holding on will be a gSuarantee 
against liquidation.” a la Be

To amend rule 44 so that two-thirds 
of the members voting, providing the 
game constitute a majority of the whole 
house, may amend or set aside a rule, 
except constitutignal rules, instead of 
the three-fourths vote hitherto re- 
quired. 

To amend rule 45 so as to make the 
failure of the rules committee to re- 
port a proposed change in the rules 
for two days after said change shall 
have been entered on the journal au- 
tomatically bring the proposed change 
before the house. 

New Rule Added. 

To add a new rule to be Known as 
rule 199 to the effect that, whenever 
a bill has been in the custody of a 
committee fer ven days, the author or 
any member of the house may move 

to instruct the committee to report the 
bill with or without recommendation. 
Failure of the committee so instructed 
to make a report all automatically 
bring the measure before’ the house. 
The debate on the motion shall be lim- 

. ited to twenty minutes. 
~ To amend rule 197 so as to remove 
the restriction that no member may 
serve on more than three committees. 
No committee shall consist of more 
than eighteen members except the ap- 
propriations. committee, general agri- 
culture No. 1, general agriculture No. 
2,, ways and means, general judiciary 
Nos. 1 and 2, and penitentiary. 

Representatives DuBose, of Clarke, 
and Swift, of Muscogee, introduced a 
resolution to appoint a tax commission, 
consisting of three members from the 
senate and five from the house, the 
comptroller general and the state tax 
comrmissioner in an advisory capacity, 
which commission should meet in va- 
‘sation and repert to the general as- 
sembly in 1918 such ‘bills and constitu- 
tional amendments as would in their 
judgment aid in the equalization of 
taxes.

Provision is made that the commis- 
sion meet, in Atlanta during vacation 
at such times as it shall see tit and the 
legislative members shall be allowed 
the regular $4 per diem for their serv- 
ices.

Sets American Marks at 150 
and 200 Miles With His 
Hudson Super-Six. 


“Ralph Mulford, driving a Hudson 
Super-Six, broke the American speed- 
way record for 150 and 200 miles at the 
Chicago races, clipping 12 seconds from 
Dario Resta’s time, which formerly 
stood as the fastest 200 miles ever 
driven by a motor car,” said J. W. 
Goldsmith, Jr. “Mulford averaged 104 
miles an hour. The feat of the Super-

@ great help in selecting the one I 
should eventually keep, for, of course, 
I intended to raise only pure-bred fowls. 

At the end of four experimental 
years | knew how to diagnose and cure 
simple ailments and to recognize incur- 
able diseases which require the ax. I 
had tried out various methods of feed- 
ing and caring fer chickens until I could 
make them lay when 1 wanted eggs, 
could hatch a larger percentage of pul- 
lets than roosters, and raise them to 
Maturity without an epidemic of any 
kind. 

For three years the flock increased 
annually until there were fifty chick- 
ens—forty-seven hens and three roos- 
-ters—most of them White Leghorns and 
Barred Plymouth Rocks, the two breeds 
selected for permanent uses White Leg- 
horns for eggs.and squab ‘*roilers, Ply- 
mouth Rocks for general purpose fowls. 
The same methods which proved suc- 
cessful with the first few chickens have 
been followed ever since with larger 
flocks. 

When the time came, as it did the 
fourth spring, that I could raise to ma- 
turity 90 per cent of the chicks the 
hens hatched, it seemed safe to get an 
incubator and brooders and go into the 
chicken business upon a. scale large 
enough to bring in substantial returns. 
Therefore, 1 bought a 244-egg incuba- 
tor, second-hand, and a brooder large 
enough for 150 day-old chicks. 

Though the incubator was in good 
condition, I cleaned it thoroughly and 
disinfected ‘it by spraying with a solu- 
tion made of Soap, cresol and Kerosene, 
diluted with water. It was tightly clos- 
ed for twenty-four hours, then opened 
and aired for a day. The thermometer 
inside and the thermometer outside 
were adjusted, and the lamp was light- 
ed. When the thermometer registered 
103 degrees the thermostat was regulat- 
ed to keep that temperature, and the in- 
cubator was run empty for twenty-four 
hours to make sure that it would wark 
properly. 

Hatching in an Incubator. 

One hundred and nine eggs were then 
put in-—thirty-seven from my own hens 
and seventy-two bought from a good 
poultry farm for seven cents apiece, 
with a guarantee of 90 per cent fertil- 
ity. Few eges were set, because I ap- 
prehended that my first attempt to use 
an incubator might result in two trays 
of hard-boiled eggs instead of little 
chickens. In fact, the incubator was 
neyer filled to its capacity, as my few 
hens could not produce hatchable eggs 
fast enough, and it cost too much to 
buy SO many eges of the kind of stock 
I desired. -{ preferred to have a small 
number of really fine chickens rather 
than a great number of others less good. 

There were four hatches in all—two 
of White Leghorns entirely, and two 
of half White Leghorns and half Ply- 
mouth Rocks. About halr the Leghorn 
eggs were bought for seven cents each, 
and the first lot of Plymouth Rock exgs 
for three anda half cents each. 

A neighbo: offered to supply the 
Plymouth Rock egys for one tray of the 
last hatch and give me half of the 
chickens, a proposition 1 was glad to 
accept. 

The first hatch came off March 1, the 
heet one May 18. Seventy-five per cent 
of the fertile eggs produced vigorous 
chicks—a total of 385. Nothing went 
wrong with the incubator, and it caused 
no trouble beyond the need for regu- 
lar, systematic care. Quite to my sur- 
prise I have found the artificially 
hatched chicks every bit as hardy 
as those hatched by hens. [ am 
inclined to believe that the in 
cubator is held responsible for the de- 
linquiencies of the brooder, because 
brooding is the difficult part of chicken 
raising. Many entirely unforeseen 
contingencies may arise, from the mo- 
ment the day-old chicks are put Into 
the brooder until they are at least two 
months old. 

Nothing 
the first 


was given them to eat for 
eighteen hovrs. The first 
morning feed, at 7 o'clock, was pinhead 
eatmeal, a tiny pinch for each chick, 
put before them in little troughs where 
it could easily be seen. The next meal, 
at 10 o'clock, was a commercial chick 
feed of finely cracked grains. At noon 
they were given two hard-boiled eggs, 
shell and all, crushed fine; more oat- 
meal at 2 o'clock, and grain at 6, the 
last meal of the day. For the next four 
days their feed consisted of pinhead 
oatmeal put in small hoppers, and grain 
scattered on the floor, the egg being 
omitted after the first day. 
Dry Mash Always Ready. 

The next five days grain was given 
entirely, the oatmeal being omitted, 
and sprouted oats given sparingly at 


rioon. 

On the seventh day the 23 o'clock 
grain was omitted and plain wheat 
bran, in hoppers, was left on the brood- 
er floor for three hours. From the 
eighth to the fourteenth day bran was 
before the chicks all the time and grain 
was fed four times a day instead 
six. From the fourteenth day until 
were given grain three times a day, 
baby chick feed at first, later on pul- 
let feed of larger grains. They had 
before them always. a dry mash made 
of one part corn meal, one part sifted 
ground outs, two parts wheat bran 
and five per cent meat scraps, which 
was increased to ten per cent in two 
weeks from the day it was first given. 

Whenever sour milk was at hand 
the mash was mixed with it, for sour 
milk is one of the best things to pro- 
mote growth in young chicks. 
at noon some sort of green feed was 
given-—sprouted oats in early spring, 
tender blades of grass and clover when 
they could be had. 

As another brooder was needed for 
the second hatch, a good hover and 
lamp were bought, and a boy of sev- 
enteen and I put them into a : 
dry goods box, making the whole thing 
cost $9.55 instead of $14.50. 
exactly a beautiful object, it ; 
perfectly, the only disadvantage being 
the size of the box, for more chicks 
hatched than 1 anticipated and they 

on outgrew it. 

BY the time the third hatch was off 
I had more chicks than I knew 
-to do with, so I rented a brooder con- 
structed upon the sectional unit plan, 
with a capacity of 300 chicks. This, 
with the other two brooders, gave am- 
ple room and prevented the over-crowd- 
ing that is one common source of dis- 
ease and trouble. 

No diseases appeared at any time; 
the few chicks that were lost died from 
suffocation due to crowding together 
on eold nights when the temperature 
outside took a sudden drop, or by) ac- 
cident. I had been cautioned about 
depredations by cats, rats and weasels, 
but, as I had never had such trouble, 
{J did not anticipate danger from that 
source. 

When the chickens were about four 
months old twenty-four were found 
dead one morning; twenty-seven a few 
days later, and, in all, more than a hun- 
dred were killed before the pullet house 
could be rat-proofed with inch-mesh 

icken wire. 
one hile they were small the chickens 
were allowed free range on the four- 
teen acres that compose my farm. This 
gave them all the animal feed and green 
stuff they required, which materially 
reduced the cost of keeping them. When 
they began to damage the garden they 
were confined im a space one hundred 
by one hundred feet divided into three 
yards—tywo large ones for the pullets 
and the third for cockerels reserved for 
breeding purposes. Roosters destined 
for market were kept in another pen, 
where they were fattened until they 
reached the broiler age and weight, 
when they were sold for enough to pay 
the total expense of hatching the flock. 
After the pullets were yarded they 
were fed four times a day, grain night 
and morning, the noon and three o’clock 
feeds being the same dry mash they 
had as babies, except for an increased 
amount of beef scraps, with green feed 
some time during the day. Table scraps 
were given after the country noon din-

Problems in Growing Chickens 


By T. E. Quisenberry, Leavenworth, 
ansas, : 

No doubt there has been millions of 
baby chicks hatched this season. The 
percentage of these which mature and 
develop into stron, vigorous and 
profit-making birds is a question 
which should concern every poultry 
raiser. We offer the following sug- 
gestions which we believe will be of 
interest and benefit to the poultry fra- 
ternity. 

Avoid Crowding. 
of the chief causes of death in 
young chicks is the result of over- 
crowding. Chickens cannot sweat, as 
they have no sweat glands in the skin, 
therefore the impurities and moisture 
must be crowded out through the 
breath. If the chickens are _  over- 
crowded and there is not sufficient 
ventilation in their roosting quarters, 
the air becomes filled with impurities 
and ladened with moisture, which 
places an unusual strain on the sys- 
tem of the bird in many ways, especial- 
ly upon the kidneys, which results in 
a weakened system. If the chickens 
come from the coop in the morning, 
weak and tottering, and with no appe- 
tite, this accounts for much of the lack 
of vitality, which we find in many 
flocks. 
Hopper Feeding Is Best.

Pink Boll Worm Already on United 
States Soil, 
boll worm is 
force in some of 
possessions of the United States and 
our entomologists should be fully 
aware of the damage it ig capable of 
doing. The writer, as an employee 
of the United States department of ag - 
riculture, undertook to help in the de- 
Velopment of a cotton industry in Ha- 
Wall a few vears ago. Although there 
were other troubles encountered in the 
growing of cotton there, it was soon 
‘arned that the greatest drawback 
Was the ravages of tha pink boll worm. 
Which, if unmolested, claimed about 
ninety per cent of the crop. We did 
learn enough though that having a pe- 
riod of a few months in which there 
was no eceotton bloomin acted as a 
check to the development of this pest 

the cotton grown being a perennial. 
This period was obtained iby severely 
pruning back the plants 60 as to give 
them a distinct growing and a fruit- 
ing season, as our annual cottons have. 
in importance to this measure, it 
learned that clean culture, the 
picking of fallen squares and of in- 
fested bolls aided greatly in controlling 
the worm. 

tinally the use of traps—pans of 
kerosene under lanterns suspended 
above the plants at night, were of some 
service, though seemingly not near as 
effective as the two first-named meas- 
ures. The pink boll worm will live on 
other malvaceous plants than cotton. 
though fortunately-we have less of such 
plants here than there are in the trop- 
ics. It seems that our winter season is 
likely to be the greatest protection 
against this pest, should he eucceed 
in invading our cotton territory: so 
far as the writer is aware, it is prin- 
in tropical and sub-tropical 
countries that the pink boll worm is 
now doing great damage—-in Egypt, 
India and: the islands of the tropics 
As it is with the boll weevil, the num- 
ber that emerge from winter quarters 
will be very small and the picking of 
squares and infested bolls will mate- 
rially hinder their rapid reproduction. 

The pink boll worm feeds on the 
squares, destroying the parts which 
should form the flower; on the blooms, 
eating out the vital parts, and on young 
bolls, damaging the lint, eating out 
the seed contents and causing a one- 
sided development and er! opening 
of the boll. Anv lock that ts attacked 
will be worthless though if the infes 
tation ‘is Hght, many locks will escape 
even in infested bolls. Taken all in 
all. and even supposing that we shall 
in this climate able to keep the 
worm in check, the worm {s to be feared 
and every effort ahould he made by 
our officials to prevent this invasion.

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Trapshooting Champions 
Find it Hard to. Repeat 


In the First 33 State Championships Decided Only Five 
of the 1916 Winners Were Able to Put Over 
Another Victory.

Trapshooting champions are finding 
it a difficult matter to repeat this 
year. In the first thirty-three state 
championships up for decision only five 
of the 1916 winners were able to put 
over another victory. These winners 
were King in Colorado, Staples in 
South Carolina, Pendergast in New 
York, Weaver in Rhode Island and 
Williams in thé United States navy, 
Atlantic fleet. 

By their victories this year King, 
Pendergast and Staples put over triple 
victories in a’ way, having won the 
state championship three years in suc- 
cession. John Jahn, the Iowa cham- 
pion, has also won the title in that 
state three times, but not in succession, 
as he failed last year after winning in 
1914 and 1915. Williams, the navy 
champion, has won tie fleet title two 
Years in succession. Barclay has won 
the Vermont championship two years 
running, and Weaver has the same 
record in Rhode Island. Dr. Richards, 
the Virginia champion, won the title in 
1914, and Reilley, the Utah champion, 
won the title in that state in 1915, El- 


| 


mer Reed, the New Hampshire title 
winner this year, was also the cham- 


pion in 1915. The Tansil family had 
the Arkansas champlonship in_ their 
possession in 1914-15-16, but could not 
keep it this year. 

There is still a possibility of a num- 
ber of last year’s champions getting in 
the National Amateur championship 
event because they are runners-up. Al- 
len Heil, of Pennsylvania, last year’s 
champion, broke 99 and lost. Fore- 
gard, of Texas; Eaton, of Missouri, and 
Speer of New Jersey, all champions of 
1916, are runners-up this year. In New 
Jarsey, Platt, the runner-up last year, 
broke 100 straight. Last year Platt 
represented New Jersey in the na- 
tional championship event because 
Speer could not attend. Nash, the 
runner-up in California, was also the 
runner-up last year. 

Several of the championship events 
wound up in ties and shoot-offs were 
necessary. Four tied in Texas, three 
in Maryland, two in Ohio, two in Ar- 
kansas, two in Mississippi, two in 
Georgia, and there were three shooters 
tied for second in California. A pecu- 
liar incident occurred in the Califor- 
nia, Washington and Ohio state shoots. 
Trosh, the champion of champions, 
broke 284 straight in the Washington 
shoot: Pifirrman, 1916 champion, broke 
254 straight in the California state 
shoot, and Harlow, high average ama- 
teur for 1916, broke 148 straight in the 
Ohio shoot, yet not one of the _ three 
won e state championship or finish- 
ed in the runner-up position.

I say all honor to the men who 
have made our semi-arid country a 
productive one and again urge that we 
follow their methods in so far as they 
will help us in the betterment of ag- 
ricultural conditions here. @, 
BEER SEED. 

F’., Alabama, wants to know 
where he can obtain California beer 
seed. If any of our readers can supply 
this we will be glad to forward the in- 
formation. As we understand it this 
is a form of yeast which, when put 
into water, gives it a sort of beer taste. 
It is usually handed about from neigh- 
bor to neighbor and father to son and 
is not generally to be found on the 
market, though it is possible that firms 
like Parke, Davis & Co., of Detroit, 
might be able to supply it. The “seed” 
when put into sweetened water in- 
crease in numbers, pass in single file 
from the bottom to the top and back 
again continually. When the water 
used, a small amount must always be 
left for ‘seed,’ ‘just as yeast is kept 
by some of our breadmakers.

Bacon county, according to reports, has 
“gone gunnin’” in deadly earnest for all 
blind tigers which may be skulking within 
its confines, and the rest of Georgia with 
respect for law and morals wishes Bacon 


the best of luck. 
The grand jury in that county opened its 


sessions Monday morning with a declara- 
tion of purpose to “put an end to all whisky 
tigers in this county,” and the Alma cham- 
ber of commerce has passed a resolution 
importuning the Bacon county)courts to mix 
no mercy with their decrees in dealing with 
guilty liquor purveyors, its request being 
that all persons tried and proven guilty as 
tigers “be given the limit of the law,” 
the aim being “‘to free this county from this 
class of pests.” 

To say that the prohibition law cannot 


be enforced is all bosh. 
if it is not enforced it is solely because 


officials charged with its enforcement are 


not doing thelr duty, as wilfully or due 
to incompetence. 

That the law is not being enforced in 
certain localities to an extent compatable 
with community welfare is patent; and Ba- 
con county, in going about the business of 
cleaning out the tiger parasites with the 
determination indicated by the reports, is 
setting a splendid example for every other 
county in Georgia. 

To date the prohibition law has worked 
wonders, especially in the larger cities and 
in communities thickly populated by ne- 
groes, as the police blotters and higher 
court records clearly prove. But there is 
still room for improvement, for the “blind 
tiger” is at large and it is the duty of the 
state to run him down. 

The “tiger” is a criminal of the most 
dangerous type. His mode of operation em- 
braces the most loathsome elements of de- 
praved human nature, including cowardice, 
disrespect for law or morality, greed, de- 
bauchery of character, theft, capitalizing the 


unfortunate weaknesses of their fellow 


men to their own monetary aggrandizement. | 


He is a thing unclean, without standing or

GOVERNOR DORSEY. 


The fnauguration of Hugh M. Dorsey as 
sovernor of Georgia, on yesterday, was 
marked by the sincerity and simplicity 
which is characteristic of the man. 

His enthusiastic admirers throughout the 
State had planned a very different cere- 
monial to celebrate the inauguration of his 
administration, but reluctantly yielded to his 
expressed desire that the occasion should be 
shorn of all pomp and ceremony and con- 
ducted with the utmost simplicity. 

Perhaps no governor who has occupied 
the executive chair of this state ever entered 
upon the discharge of his official duties with 
stronger evidence of public trust and confi- 
dence than that by which Georgia’s young 
governor has been surrounded since his 
entry into the political arena. 

His overwhelming victory over numerous 
candidates was the culmination of a bril- 
liant campaign, during which most of the 
press and the politicians of the state were 
arraigned against him. 

And yet when the returns showed his 
nomination by practically the unanimous 
popular and county unit vote of the state, 
the ground swell was confined to the ground 
and certainly did not reach the head which 
steadfastly refused to wear a halo. 

Invitations to play prominent parts in pri- 
vate and public functions were pressed upon 
the nominee, who consistently declined the 
prominence attempted to be thrust upon 
him, modestly but firmly maintaining the 
simple routine of his private and profes- 
sional life.

Those who have known him as citizen 
and as solicitor regard with entire con- 
fidence the new career which lies before hint 
assured that the same sterling qualities that 
have guided him so successfully in the per- 
formance of difficult official duties in the 
past will hold his course clear throughout 
his executive administration. 

The state has made no mistake in honor- 
ing such a man, and The Constitution pre- 
dicts that when his term of office shall have 
expired, he will hold in even greater degree

The general plan is to classify and equip 
the youth of the land, under military age, 
for service in the production of foodstuffs 
and to help keep the wheels of industry 
spinning. 

The idea is a good one if not carried 
too far; and the manner of its working 
out will be watched with nation-wide in- 
terest. , 
There are in the United States several 
millions of boys—strong, husky young 
chaps, and every one a patriot — who could 
just as well be doing something useful to 
their country. Many of them are, of course, 
already engaged in productive work; but 
in the cities are many thousands who are 
spending their vacations in idleness, or 
worse, and largely because they do not 
know what to do nor how to do what is 
to be done. 

If, in the war extremity, Uncle Sam gets 
these young fellows out into the sunshine 
of the fields and teaches them how to dig 
spuds, shuck corn, make hay, etc., it will 
not only result in general pecuniary good 
to the country, but it will also give the young 
recruits of the soil a broader outlook upon 
life than they ever had before and make 
vastly better men of them. 

There is much that the boys can do in 
filling the places made vacant by their 
elder brothers who have gone, and who 
are yet to go, to war. Indeed, America is 
rich in boy-power; and the boys, no less 
than the men, are willing and eager to do 
their bit. 

It will be fine if they are put in the 
way of, and properly guided in, the doing 
of it; provided they are not encouraged to 
overdo the thing to their physical detri- 
ment.

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Urges Every Household to 
Can and Dry Surplus 
Fruits and Vegetables 


“Ievery housewife this year should restore 
to her home the often overlooked home in- 
dustries of canning, preserving, pickling and 
drying of perishable fruits or vegetables,” 
urges David F. Houston, the secretary of ag- 
riculture. “The large number of new back- 
yard gardens which have been planted this 
year shortly will begin to yield their extra 
harvest of beans, peas, carrots, beets, sweet 
corn, and tomatoes. The regular supplies 
also will reach the markets and, as happens 
each summer, the local supply at times will 
exceed immediate consumptive capacity. Not 
to conserve much of this surplusage of valu- 
able food would be sinful waste. 

“The present food and labor situations 
are such that no household is justified in 
looking to others to release it wholly from 
individual responstbility and constructive ac- 
tion in saving and conserving food. All any 
home should expect of others is to supply 
those foods which can not be produced ef- 
fectively by its own members. The railroads 
will be burdened with the transportaion of 
staple foods and civil and military neces- 
saries from localities of production and manu- 
facture to districts incapable of supplying 
their own needs. It follows that all] localliv 
produced foods, conserved by home methods, 
lessen the winter pressure on transporta- 
tion agencies and also release similar prod- 
ucts of factories for other purposes. 

“T urge every household, therefore, to can 
all surplus perishable products for which they 
have containers and to dry and keep in paper 
any additional surplus suitable for such pres- 
ervation. 

“Canning calls for no special skill and for 
little equipment beyond a wash boiler and 
jars. Fresh products, cleanliness and heat 
are the chief requirements, as even sugar 
is not essential for canning fruits under 
modern procedure. Fruits and vegetables, 
moreover, can he dried efficiently tn the sun, 
over a range or gas stove, or before an elec- 
tric fan. Homemade shallow trays of wood 
or heavy wire screen are the chief eqnip- 
ment required. Drvineg ts a time-tried home 
industry: conservation of food by drying is 
largely a matter of restoring to. the home 
great-grandmother'’s method of seeing that 
her family had good food in winter as a 
relief from a monotonous diet of root vege- 
tables. Canning and drying can be practiced 
as effectively in a city house or apartment 
as ona farm orina suburban dwelling 

‘“Cannine. of course, already is a profit- 
able industry for women and children tin 
thousands of homes and I trust will be- 
come almost universal this season. To ald 
the home conservation movement the denart- 
ment of agriculture has issued a new farm- 
ers’ bulletin on home canning and another on 
home drving of fruits and vegetables. These 
free pamphlets should he read and followed 
in every household which wishes to trana- 
late patriotic {impulse into concrete service.”

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WILD LIFE ON INCREASE, 
COMMISSIONER REPORTS 


Utility of Birds as Destroy- 

ers of Insect Pests Has 
Created Much Sentiment 
in -Favor of Protection, 
States C. S. Arnow. 


The annual report of Charles S. Ar- 
mow, state game and fish commissioner, 
which was submitted Saturday to Gov- 
ernor Hugh M. Dorsey and the general 
assembly, shows more favorable con- 
ditions for game and wild animals of 
all sorts to thrive in this state than 
since the inroads of the indiscriminate 
hunter first made game _ protection 
laws necessary in Georgia. Game is 
increasing, and there is a general and 
growing public sentiment for the pro- 
tection of animals, fish and birds, the 
utility of birds as destroyers of in- 
sects destructive of crops being no 
minor consideration in bringing this 
sentiment about. 

Commissioner Arnow makes a num- 
ber of recommendations to the general 
assembly for the amendment of the 
game and fish laws of the state, of 
which not least welcome to the nim- 
rods of Georgia is the commissioner's 
proposal that the open season for deer 
be extended through |the month of De- 
cember in order that many hunters 
who like this sport, but cannot enjoy 
it otherwise, may take advantage of 
the Christmas holidays for deer hunt- 
ing. 

Other Recommendations. 

Other recommendations are briefly 
as follows: 

To renew icskute protection for a 
period of five years for the fox squir- 
rel, the protection for which expires 
next January. 

To renew the protection upon fawns, 
wild pheasants, grouse and other im- 
ported game birds, protection upon 
which has already expired. 

To provide that all persons who hunt, 
except on their own lands, or lands 
owned by husband, wife or parent, be 
required to purchase a license. 

To provide for the leasing of 
Georgia’s approximately 100,000 acres 
of public under-water lands for the 
cultivation of oysters, which leases 
would in time bring the state a sub- 
stantial revenue. 

To amend the salt-water fish laws 
so as to provide for the licensing of 
non-residents who would engage in 
the business of taking fish from 
Georgia waters. for commercial pur- 
poses. 

To change the law so as to permit 
the taking of turtle eggs for food. 

The commissioner suggests that a 
general revision of the fresh-water 
fish laws would be an improvement. 

Commissioner Arnow’s report is, 
part, as follows: 

Game Birds Increase. 

“Of our game birds the Bob White, 
dove and wild turkey are the most 
important and abundant, in the order 
named, and I am glad to report that 
under the protection which the law 
has afforded, and through the activi- 
ties and zeal of game wardens and 
interested citizens the first and last 
Mamed are steadily increasing, while 
the dove is at least holding his own, 
but this bird, being in a sense migra- 
tory, we cannot give as full protec- 
tion as is possible with the quail and 
turkey. 

“Our non-game birds are being well 
cared for, and in fact a sentiment fa- 
vorable to their protection has devel- 
oped so rapidly (largely because of a 
realization of their economic value as 
destroyers of bugs and insects) 
it is rarely indeed that we receive re- 
ports of even the much-maligned small 
boy having been active with ‘sling- 
shot’ or air rifle, or that he has de- 
stroyed the nests or eggs of birds. The 
school teachers of the state are doing 
a wonderful work in educating the 
children as to the economic and senti- 
mental value of birds. 

“As time passes we are forced. to 
realize more fully the great and indis- 
ensable service that is performed by 
nsectiforous and carnivorous birds. A

“In the matter of game legislation 
I beg to once more call your atten- 
tion to the imperative need of provid- 
ing that all persons who hunt, except 
on their own lands, or lands owned by 
husband, wife or parent, should be 
required to purchase a license. 

“It has been suggested that the open 
season on deer might be extended to 
include December. The: present sea- 
son opens October 1 and closes Novem- 
ber 30. The weather during October is 
usually so warm that few persons care 
to hunt, and as a result the open sea- 
son is not fully enjoyed; and it is 
also, with some reason, claimed that 
many persons would like to indulge 
in this exhilarating and exciting sport, 
but for business or other reasons can- 
not do so before the Christmas holi- 
days, and so under present laws must 
entirely forego this pleasure. The bag 
limit, as reduced t two in season, 
should remain as now. 


Importance of Fish. 


“Our fish, as found in both coast and 
inland waters, are no longer regarded 
with indifference, nor is this due en- 
tirely to the unusual condition brought 
about by the war. One of the most cry- 
ing needs of this state is to provide 
for the leasing of under-water oyster 
lands for the cultivation of oysters. 
Practically all oyster-producing states 
have already recognized the need of 
this, and have enacted laws to carry it 
into effect. 

“It is estimated that Georgia has 
100,000 acres of oyster bottoms, which 
are now, under the law, not only pub- 
lic property, but public prey, and are 
alike worthless to the people and the 
state. The leasing of these bottoms by 
the state would produce considerable 
revenue from the start, and in a few 
years the income thus derived would 
amount to a great deal, besides provid- 
ing lucrative employment for hundreds 
of people, and making it possible to 
place Georgia among the real oyster 
producing states. While any citizen 
may now plant oysters on these pub- 
lic bottoms, he has no protection, and 
his neighbors can take them before 
his very eyes, and he is powerless to 
interfere. 

“The entire value of oysters taken 
and sold from the waters of this state 
the season just passed was not in ex- 
cess of $150,000. This can be increased 
ten-fold within three years. 

“The shrimp and prawn business of 
our coast is now one of the chief in- 
dustries. The season now closing will 
show that there were taken from the 
waters of McIntosh, Glynn and Camden 
counties, with Brunswick as packing 
and distributing center, the vast amount 
of $750,000 in this crustacean alone: 
and the demand far exceeds the supply 
or present facilities for taking and 
marketing. These shrimp and prawn 
are shipped to practically every state 
in the union, while thousands of cases 
of the canned product are being ex- 
ported to England. 

“TI wolld recommend that the salt- 
water fish laws be amended so as to 
provide for the licensing of non-resi- 
dents who would engage in the business 
of taking fish from the waters of this 
state for commercial purposes, So far 
as I am informed Georgia stands alone 
In prohibiting non-residents from en- 
gaging in this business, and TIT would 
like to see this stigma removed. 

“TI would recommend also that the 
law be changed so as to permit the 
taking of turtle eggs, for food, particu- 
larly at a time when all food will be 
needed. 

“A general revision of-the fresh-wa- 
ter fish laws would greatly improve 
them, and I trust this subject may re- 
ceive attention.”

There are some children in Nancy who 
live comfortably in their homes. Be- 
cause so many bombs fall on Nancy, 
and because the city is sometimes bom- 
barded, the children know that on & 
town signal they must run to the cellar 
of the nearest house marked with the 
great red cross of Lorraine. Perhaps 
there they will have protection. 

Then there are the children in the 
hospitals, victims of the bombs. We see 
one little girl whose legs were cut Off, 
hugging s girl tight in her arms, her 
grave face never smiling. Two little 
boys who have had amputations from 
the bombs have asked to be allowed to 
lie in the same room with the wounded 
soldiers. The soldiers smiled and said, 
“Bien,” and the little fellows are inor- 
dinatel’ oud of the accidents that 
gave the... 2 right to lie in a ward of 
crippled solu: crs, in equal rank with he- 
roes. Then, too, there are the little 
ones in the refugee colonies. If you 
have helped to carry the world burden 
by your service, by your money, you 
can look clear into their eyes; other- 
wise you turn away, 

The little ones are like other chil- 
dren except in one thing. No horrible 
thing can ever surprise them, for their 
baby eyes have seen the unspeakable. 
They have seen violence and wrath in 
the most perverted forms—grandpar- 
ents herded and driven, mothers hunt- 
ed down. They are too young to know 
that these things are not a common part 
of life: and though they are so0 much 
older than you in knowledge of suffer- 
ing and violence and terror, yet, be- 
cause you are big and seem to them 
wise, they look up to you in child ap- 
peal, 

When you have seen that look you 
have touched the war, and when you 
have touched the war there ts only one 
kind of relief possible to you, and that 
is to help. 

At Nancy the prefect, Monsieur Mir- 
man, a remarkable and far-seeing man, 
has turned the huge army barracks in- 
to refugee schools and dormitories. It 
is a wise and kindly shelter. But one 
does not see little refugees at their 
slates and primers, and hear them sing 
their nursery and their patriotic songs, 
without seeing in one’s mind the count- 
less army of the helpless where the 
fright aed look still dwells. 

You see the little red heads, the 
pigtails and the curls, the freckled 
noses and the turned-up ones, the faces 
to laugh turned solemn, and the funny 
voungster’s legs. In them you see your 
own children. Bits of verses take pos- 
session of you: “of such ts the 
kingdom of heaven” “than that 
he should offend one of these little 
ones.” 

There is a very quick, definite, prac- 
tical way to help. The American Red 
Cross is asking for $100,000,000 imme- 
diately. Some of this goes to the chil- 
dren directly; all of it, of course, indi- 
rectly. Every cent you give will go still 
further than you would believe a cent 
could go. A cent will give a bowl of 
soup to the hungry, frightened, orphan 
child. One dollar, tein, one hundred—- 
there is a phrase now in common use, 
“the luxury of doing good.”

—I hope from the depths of my heart 
that we may emulate our noble and he- 
roic sisters of Frarce still further hy 
making our sacrifices with cheer and 
with joy, as becomes the women of a 
thoroughbred race. 

The thing that impressed me most 
in Paris during the years 1915-1916, 
when the siege of Verdun was at its 
height, when the vibration of guns 
could be felt in the capital citv, and 
when the dreaded Zeppelins were un- 
loading their horrible freight on the 
Parisians -and their century-old land- 
marks—the thine that impressed me 
most was the courage, cheer and no- 
ble acceptance of suffering on the part 
of the French women.

Motors With Family Across Continent

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Bernie McCay, Former Atlanta Baseball Star, 


“Just Ran Over to See the Folks fora Few Days’’

After a motor trip of 3,107 miles with 
the wife and kids—four of ’em—Bernie 
McCay, former Atlanta baseball star, 
is back in Atlanta for a visit at the 
home of Mrs. W. G. Counts, of 63 East 
Thirteenth street, Mrs. McCay’s mother. 

Mr. McCay was third baseman and 
utility man for the Crackers in 1904 
and 1905. He has been living for the 
last four years in Los Angeles, where 
he is engaged in making it uncomforta- 
ble for automobile thieves for the au- 
tomobile theft department of the coun- 
ty of Los Angeles. 

“We hadn't been to Atlanta in about 
five years,” said Mr. McCay, “so An- 
nie and I decided we’d get in the car 
and run over and see. the folks for a 
few days—and here we are!” 

In a Velie car, with a complete camp- 
ing outfit, Mr. and Mrs. McCay, with 
the four kiddies, left los Angeles May 
8 for their trans-continental trip, and 
arrived in Atlanta June 2, after trail- 
ing the Mexican border all the way 
across and coming up by New Orleans, 
Meridian, Selma and Montgomery. 

“We had plenty of rough going, but 
a dandy time just the same,” says Mr. 
McCay. 

“Would you advise anybody else to 
make the trip?’ 

“Well,” he said, “I intend to go back 
to Los Angeles in my car, though I 
will probably take the northern route 
over the Lincoln highway. As for ad- 
vising others to make the trip—lI’ll tell 
what happened to me on the way to 
Atlanta and then a fellow who's think- 
ing about making the trip can use his 
own judgment. 


LEFT LOS ANGELES 
ON MAY 3. 


“We left Los Angeles about noon on 
May 3 and made 75 miles the first day, 
camping at Lytle creek the first night. 
We had not yet got off the boulevard 
from Los Angeles—yes, we have pret- 
ty good roads in California—so the 
going looked fine to us that far. 

“The next day we crossed the moun- 
tains, however, and hit the desert, 
where the roads were very different, 
and we camped that night at Lavic, so 
named because of the lava formation 
of the country. 

“On the third day we got to the 
banks of the Colorado river, and then 
we ran across a fine example of west- 
ern enterprise. From Los Angeles to 
Phoenix City it is 656 miles, but by 
way of the ‘Parker cut-off’ it is only 
515 miles. The trouble with the ‘Par- 
ker cut-off’ is a bad stretch of eleven 
miles of road at Bush's ferry. I burn- 
ed eight gallons of gas making this 
eleven miles, but I met old man Bush 
out with his mules building a road 
with money out of his own pocket over 
this eleven miles.

PARTY CROSSES 
CONTINENTAL DIVIDE. 


“A little farther on we _ passed 
through Tombstone, made famous 
through Alfred Henry Lewis’ stories, 
and then crossed the continental divide, 
dropping down into °- Bisbee, Ariz., 
perhaps the most famous copper min- 
ing town in the west. The town is 
built in a narrow ravine, and the main 
street winds back and forth through 
the ravine, while the houses set up on 
the mountain sides on either side of 
the street. 

“The next day after we left Bisbee 
we arrived at Douglas, Ariz., down 
on the Mexican border. As I said, Ari- 
zona is dry in more ways than merely 
in its desert sands, so I had pictured 
minyself just across the border in Doug- 
las’ Mexican sister city, Agua Priete, 
with a nice large man-sized bucket of 
suds in front of me. I guess about the 
first thing I did when I got to Douglas 
was to inquire for directions as to 
crossing the border and getting a little 
nip. I asked if I could get a drink 
over there, and was informed that there 
was probably some booze over there, as 
the Mexican authorities on the morn- 
ing before had lined six men up against 
a wall and shot them for boot-legging, 
Agua Priete also being a dry town, but 
I decided then to pass up the drink 
until I got to New Mexico, which is 
‘wet.’ 

“The next day I got to Rodeo, 
N. M., and found that I had notebeen 
misled as to the availability of drink- 
ables. If I ever saw a western town 
like you see in the ‘movies,’ it is Ro- 
deo, N. M. The sheriff has a 
big black mustache and wears a broad- 
brim hat, and every cowpuncher packs 
a smoke-wagon on his hip about two 
feet long. The sheriff was a good 
sort of a chap, though, and I tarried a 
spell in Rodeo while the wife did some 
washing for the kids and I busied my- 
self with the various oases of the city. 

“The fact that the sheriff at Doug- 
las has no big black mustache—a fact 
which I forgot to mention—doesn't keep 
him, however, from being a very dili- 
gent sheriff. Rodeo, being wet and only 
seventy miles from dry Douglas, there 
is some little illicit traffic in liquor by 
automobile.

SOUTH SHOULD HAVE 
BETTER ROADS. 


“But with the great and prosperous 
country the south has, I am impressed 
that the south should certainly have 
better roads, and should have them 
marked with signboards. 

“Having lived in California and seen 
the way they build roads out’there, I 
am persuaded the only reason the 
south doesn’t have such roads is they 
are afraid to spend a little money on 
a good investment. 

“In California we have a complete 
system of state highways extending 
all over the state, constructed 
of concrete. These are built

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}) state with bond issues. There are ap- 
proximately $50,000,000 worth of bonds 
outstanding against the state for roads 
now. This seems like a lot of money, 
but it is a paying investment. It is 
such a paving investment that the 
people of California will today vote 
more road bonds. The saving on de- 
preciation of cars is inestimable. Any 
farmer in the state can get his stuff 
to market quickly and cheaply, espe- 
cially with the facilities of the county 
roads which lead to the main state 
highways from the outlying sections, 
roads being built by the coun- 
All over the staate automobile 
stage lines operate in active compe- 
tition with the railroads. Seventy- 
five per cent of the commercial travel- 
ers travel by automobile stage be- 
cause they can cover more territory 
in a day than by train. Big truck con- 
cerns in Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco advertise that they will haul loads 
anywhere in the state.

AUTO TAX BASED 
ON HORSE POWER. 


“The automobile 
40 cents per 
Ford, for instance, pays an annual 
license tax $8.80. This tax you may 
think is a little high, but the expendf- 
ture of the money from this tax on 
roads compensates by many hundred 
per cent taxpayer is saving in 
depreciation on his car. For trucks 
with solid rubber tires, which produce 
more wear upon the road than pneu- 
matic tires, there is an additional tax 
of $5 for a net weight of 4,000 pounds 
or under, $19 for a net weight from 
4,000 to 6,000 pounds, $15 for a net 
weight of between 6,000 and 10,000 
pounds and $20 for a net weight of 
more than 10,000 pounds. A license tax 
of $5 a year charged for electria 
motor vehicles, and $2 a year for motor- 
cycles. Every dealer is charged $25 a 
year, which entitles him to five sets 
of number plates to be used on ma- 
chines controlled by him, and for 
every additional set of number plates 
$2 per year. 

“All fines and forfeitures for viow 
lations of the motor vehicle act of the 
state go into road construction and 
mainteance, 

“The Automobile 
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Club of Southern 
California is a tremendous factor in 
producing good roads and motoring 
conditions in California. Everybody be- 
longs to it, and the legislature does 
what they want, because that is what 
the people want. One man out of every 
fifteen men in California owns a car 
of some sort, and that is probably 
larger than the percentage of voters. 

“The Automobile Club of Southern 
California puts up its own road signs, 
with its name on them, not only in 
California but as far east as Kansas 
City. The work of this club has also 
resulted in having twelve officers of 
the law whose sole duty it is to pro- 
tect southern California from auto- 
mobile thefts. Two of these officers 
are maintained by the club itself. 

“I think the newly organized Geor- 
gia State Automobile association can 
render a similar service for Georgia. 
There is no doubt of it, if the people 
of Georgia wiil simply get behind it. 

“The two bills being urged by the 
Georgia association in the present ses- 
sion of the legislature, one to amend 
the constitution so that the state can 
make direct appropriations for road 
construction, and the other to allow 
counties to issue joint bonds, are a 
long step in the right direction. The 
suggestion that your present income 
from the Georgia state license tax could 
be capitalized into a $2,000,000 bond 
issue for road construction, I think, is 
a good one. Georgia ought to issue 
bonds and build roads. It is not a 
venture to be afraid of, but it is a 
business opportunity to jump at.”

You are to be a war-bride, 
dear American girl who reads this. Be- 
come one whose heart is filled with the 
determination to become the mother of 
good daughters and wise sons, who, in 
the days to come, shall help toward 
seeing to it that such terrors as this 
war shall not again be loosed upon the 
world. 
Now For the Bridegroom. 

Now for the bridegroom who has ral- 
lied with his gallant fellows under- 
neath the Stars and Stripes. Upon you, 
too, ‘rests a responsibility which last 
winter’s bridegrooms in America were 
not confronted by. 

Very soon it may be that you perforce 
must leave the sweet and lovely girl 
who trusts her all to you in marriage. 
Do not think that you, alone, are serv- 
ing patriotism, are marching in the 
ranks of that humanity which battles 
against wrong. The part of women in 
a war is not less great than that of 
men. If you stride away to the blare 
of bands and the flutter of the flying 
flags you will be going to hard work, 
perhaps to peril, that is true; but you 
will be passing to absorbing occupa- 
tions, your routine of military life will 
bulge with interests of novelty and of 
adventure. Constantly you will be sur- 


rounded by comrades in a close com-

A Bigg Significance of War Weddings. 
One more word before we start to 

talk about that topic dear to every 

woman's heart—the wedding gown. 

Now, that the war is with us, all 
weddings mean more to nations than 
they did, just as they do to individuals. 
America, France, Russia, England and 
all the other allies are beginning to 
have some realization of the really 
vast responsibilities which rest upon 
the winged shoulders of the little god 
of love, who, soft and tiny as he is, 
never flinches in the midst of the grim 
smoke and powder flashes’ thrust 
about him by the monstrous god of 
Dattles. The god of love will win, 
though the god of battles seems 
much more powerful to those who 
not stop to think life out. 

Marriage ceremonies, over here 
this side of the ocean, have taken on 
a new significance. In England we, 
who have an informed curiosity, turn 
every morning to two columns in the 
newspapers—one containing news 
weddings and one which tells the cas- 
ualty lists. More than once the names 
which stand out in the second as those 
of youths who have diéd gallantly or 
suffered grievous wounds have but a 
few weeks or even days before fig- 
ured in the first as those of bride- 
grooms striding down an aisle with 
sweet girls on their arms. And this 
takes me quickly back to the subject 
of a paragraph which I have written 
already in this column. 

Often, often in this queer but earn- 
est, slow but honest English island, 
the brave girl who finds herself a wid- 
ow almost at the same moment feels 
that magic stirring underneath her 
heart which means that through love's 
wondrous magic she has become the 
casket of two souls instead of one. 
To the war-widow, young, full of love 
and doubly full of sorrow, because 
her love is really so great, how tre- 
mendous is the true significance of 
this momentous thrill! It is another 
of the compensations Nature offers tg 
the strivine struggling human being. 
What a promise is that given to the 
war-time bride by such a moment! 
In the glory of remembrance she waits 
for its fulfillment, knowing that in 
the new life which has but budded the 
flower of that loved manhood, lost to 
her upon the battlefield or in the hos- 
pital, will bloom again. 


War Weddings and Their Fashions. 


But if war makes widows it first 
makes brides—which is as it should 
be. Here in England there have been 
more weddings since the war begun 
than ever were recorded in a like pe- 
riod before. 

Weddings, like clothes and millinery, 
always are rul@ to some extent by the 
dictates of that subtle force 
fashion, and, fashion, now, as ever, 
ready to adapt herself to. circum- 
stances, falls in line and strikes a 
war-like note upon the lyre of love.

Picturesque War-Time Ceremonies. 


If, now that we have come into the 
war, vou want to have a wedding cer- 
emony really according to the Euro- 
pean war-time custom, have little chil- 
dren for your bridemaids—three or 
four small girls, accompanied, perhaps, 
by a toddling pair of boys for pages.

Let’s make it personal. 

No recruit ever held up his right 
hand and swore allegiance to his coun- 
try—to obey his superior officer— 
without the urge of his destructive in- 
stincts.

the crumbling walls of a huge fortress 
being mercilessly pounded into mere 
dust by great cannon, and the shining 
bayonets of his comrades as they sally 
forth from the trenches to destroy the 
hated enemy.

Even trench digging is 
as far from his idea of a soldier’s duty 
as anything could be.

TO FIGHT BATTLE 
OF CONSTRUCTION. 


Yes, they carry rifles and revolvers, 
which will kill as surely as the finger 
of time as it points the years forward 
into eternity. They are learning the 
duties of the soldier, are practicing at 
targets made to represent the figure of 
a man, are learning the deadly use of 
the shining bayonet knife—but when 
they go to France, they are going as a 
constructive force. 

And they are going as part of the 


United States army—probably a unit of) 


the first American force that is soon 
to take the field against the Teuton 
allies. They are going over to that for- 
eign land to fight in the greatest war 
of all time, and many may be brought 
to the company of Valhalla by the 
bullets of the enemy. They are sol- 
diers cf war and will endure the dan- 
gers as other soldiers. But they are 
going to fight a mighty battle of con- 
struction. 

The seventh regiment of engineers, 
under the command of Charles G. 
Dawes, of Chicago, is being recruited 
for immediate service in France. It is 
believed that they will leave the south 
for the French battlefields within six 
weeks. The regiment will number more 
than 1,000 men, from every walk of 
life—all soldiers of America, but sol- 
diers of construction, not of destrjc- 
tion. 

Does that=take all the glory out of 
it? Does romance go flittering around 
the corner and adventure suddenly be- 
come prosaic because they are going to 
war to construct railroads instead of to 
kill men? Is any one of them less a 
hero, less a soldier, because he will not 
be called. upon to charge gloriously 
into the face of the machine gun fire of 
an enemy bent on slaughter? Is any 
mother’s son of them less a hero be- 
cause he will not have to go out into 
the stretches and shambles of No Man’s 
Land, carrying a sack of death-dis- 
tributing bombs with which to kill and 
maim the enemy killers? 

It is a question that you may an- 
Bpwer. Perhaps they will have to lay 
track under a heavy cannonade from 
enemy guns. They will not be able to 
fight back because they will have no 
heavy field guns with which to make 
retort under fire. They will continue 
to construct their stretch of track in 
‘order that the men at the front may 
have food and ammunition with which 
to fight. They will have the hardest 
job of all, for the hardest of all things 
to do is to remain calm under an un- 
answerable fire. 

Old soldiers who have seen _ their 
share of fighting say that when in the 
midst of the excitement of the charge,

REGIMENT COMMANDED 
BY CHARLES G. DAWES. 


What of the personnel of the seventh 
regiment? Begin with the commanding 
officer at the barracks. He is Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Charles G. Dawes, of Chi- 
cago, better known on the encampment 
grounds as “the old man.” 

His personal history much: the 
same as that of any captain ef indus- 
try.

Obey orders like veterans, without cavil 
or question. The regiment organ- 
ized in every detail, from permanent 
squads to regimental headquarters, 
Clerks, bankers, railroad men, finan- 
ciers, football stars, college men, news- 
paper reporters—all are melded into a 
regiment of soldiers.

Every regiment has a distinctive per-

sonality. In the United States army 


there are more than a hundred regi- 
ments—a great many more right now— 
and each of them has distinctly a dif- 
ferent, noticeable personality. 

The minute you get on the inside of 
the reservation you can feel the per- 
sonality of the thousand men. Begin- 
ning with the commanding officer, ev- 
ery man has something of the same 
general personal feeling toward the or- 
ganization. The orderly who is assign- 
ed to take you about the grounds, 
should you be so fortunate to gain en- 
trance at all, is very probably imbued 
with something of the same spirit of 
his commanding officer. He gets a 
great many of his ideas from head- 
quarters, and if he has pride in the

of Colonel Elkington Proves War’s Greatest Romance

London, June 21.—From The London 
Gazette, October 31, 1914: ‘‘Royal War- 
wickshire Regiment: Lieutenant Colo- 
nel John F. Elkington is cashiered by 
general court-martial. Dated Septem- 
ber 14, 1914.” 

_ From The London Gazette, September 
7, 1916: 

“The king has approved the rein- 
statement of John Ford Elkington in 
the rank of lieutenant colonel, with 
his previous seniority, in consequence 
ef his gallant conduct while serving 
in thé ranks of the Foreign Legion of 
the French army. He is accordingly 
reappointed lieutenant’ colonel in the 
R. war. R., dated August 22, 1916, with 
seniority from April 6, 1910. 

From the Court Circular, 
ham Palace: 

“Lieutenant Colgnel J. F. Elkington 
(Royal Warwickshire regiment) had 
the honor of being received by the king 
this morning.” 

A man once quite tall, now bent over 
two heavy canes, spare and with marks 
of suffering on his face, in the uniform 
of a Britisn officer, and with decora- 
tions on his breast, climbed the other 
day from a motor car and limped into 
Buckingham palace, there, in some 
great room, to meet his sovereign. In 
these days of great strife many a man 
has entered the same portals on the 
same mission, to receive from his king 
words of commendation and, possibly, 
gBome token—a decoration—from his 
majesty for some deed well done. But 
mone in this war, nor in any other, 
went to this distinction reserved for 
the brave and efficient as did this 
one.

Now a Happy Man. 
He is the “man who made a mis- 
take,” “the man who told the truth,” 
and also “the man who made good.” He 


suffered the severest degradation that 
falls to the lot of the professional sol- 
dier, which he was, as his father before 
him. He later attained triumph and 
glory and isa happy man. Only a war 
euch as this ceuld have afforded any 
man such opportunities. 

“Cashiered’”’ was the vile word that

followed his name on the army list for 
two years. “Hero” is his cognomen 
now in the minds of the British people, 


and -his name is restored with full hon- 
or to the list of officers of the Royal 
Warwickshire regiment, where it had 
been for thirty years, from subaltern 
to lieutenant colonel, and where his 
father’s name has appeared as com- 
mander of the famous regiment. 

Back in those dim days whenthe war 
wasa month oldthe British army, such 
as it was in numbers, and what was 
left of it then, was fighting a desper- 
ate fight against an oncoming foe. The 
Warwicks were in the very thick of it 
from the beginning. Lieutenant Colo- 
nel John Ford ElkKington.was in com- 
mand at an important point. A. mis- 
take was made—perhaps it was a with- 
drawal in the face of the enemy—at 
any rate. a mistake. A general court- 
martial in the field followed. Colonel 
Elkington told the whole truth, simply 
and soldier-like. He returned to Eng- 
land. Then the decision was announced. 
He, with another of the same rank, was 
cashiered. The reason was never told. 
It was a simple push to oblivion for a 
military wrong with all honor, career, 
and even the right to serve king and 
country in this greatest of all storms 
torn away, for once cashiered a man 
is considered no longer useful. 

In France there was that strange and 
wonderful ‘organization—the Foreign 
Legion. A fighting force in which no 
questions’ are asked, where the only 
requisite of enlistment is the necessary 
physique. The doctors ask questions— 
no one else. Where the discipline is 
more severe than anywhere in the 
world’s armies, where hard work is the 
only reward for aliens joining, for 
aliens cannot win promotions, the For- 
eign Legion being always officered by 
Frenchmen. At any time the legion is 
a hard man’s place, during a great 
war it is even more so. On one side 
there is a soldier of many attainments, 
an intellectual, perhaps, with a past, 
something to bury and forget and live 
down. On the other the roughest of 
the world, scum o’ the earth, Mkely 
enough, but a fighter.

The Foreign Legion has seen hard 
service in this war, much of it while 
Colonel Elkington was 4 legionnaire. 
They were in Alsace in the early days, 
then in the Vosges. S2p.ember. i]5, 
found them in Champagne. It was here 
that Colonel Elkington, who had il- 
lready attracted the attenticn of his 
officers by his excellent work and yual- 
lant bearing, most distinguished him- 
self and won high honors. 

On the first day of a great battle the 
Foreign Legion sacrificed themselves 
with reckless bravery. The ex-War- 
wickshire officer “distinguished him- 
self on a field where valor was com- 
mon.” He was one of a handful of 
‘men who attacked, took and held a 
ipoint of high importance. .They hung 
ion desperately for four days. On Sep- 
jtember 28 the legion again advanced. 
‘They took a German front line trench 
land then another. he Germans 
‘turned on the machine guns and swept 
the field. Elkington, ahead of them 
all, was shot just below the right knee, 
His comrades went on and he lay on 
the battlefield helpless. The  legion’s 
colors were twice decorated during that 
period, a rare distinction for any regi- 
| ment.

Colonel KElKington tells that he lay 
thirteen hours in the field before a 
French patrol passed. He was with- 
in a hundred yards of the German sec- 
ond line trenches. His American friend, 
Dr. Wheeler, gave him a stiff dose of 
laudanum. 

Colonel Elkington’s 
the Foreign Legion is unbounded. 

“As I learnt to know my comrades,” 
he said, “I saw that some of them at 
least were in the same boat as my- 
self, without a name, without any- 
thing: a man, as it were, who had be- 
come merely a number. 

‘TIT hope I was one of the worst char- 
acters in the legion. Good fellows they 
all were, the best fellows in the world, 
believe me, with officers Kind and 
cheery. There were a lot of English 
in the legion at one time, but they 
were afterwards all transferred to the 
English army. 

“I carried on, taking my halfpenny a 
day like the rest, and very glad when 
it was raised to 2%d—not that I was 
dependent on it, but I felt I was earn- 
There were all sorts and con- 
ditions of men in the _  legion—rich 
Americans, occasionally a millionaire, 
men all out for blood, loving fighting 
for the sake of fighting, happy only 
when scrapping. 

“Through the long months we all 
carried on—a happy-go-lucky band, 
nearly exterminated in the fierce bat- 
tle of Champagne, hotly tested in the 
battle of Arras. Many brave deeds I 
saw done, but ask me to tell you of 
any particular incident and I am done.

The private has no time to see what, 


is happening around him. His one idea 


is to get ahead, to kill and not be 
killed. I saw the fellows pitching into 
it cool as cucumbers, daredevils all, as 
brave a lot as you can imagine, but 
what any one of them did don’t ask 
me. 

“There were times when relief from 
stress came, when there were jolly lit- 
tle dinners. I have seen legionnaires 
(official pay a sou a day) do in a five- 
pound note almost in a twinkling of 
the eye. 

Only a Private. 
“What were my thoughts when I 
had time to analyze them”? Need you 
ask! My name! Let me get my name 
back for the sake of those dear to me, 
for my own sake. Always that grip- 
Jping thought; but why ask me? Of 
what interest is this to anybody? 

“Did they ever suspect who I was? 
Perhaps, perhaps not? There was the 
evidence of my familiarity with mili- 
tary drill. They may have thought 
I was a deserter. 

“Instinct is a strange, uncanny 
thing. Often I felt I would like to be 
giving orders myself, and then I would 
suddenly wake up and find I was only 
a private, to take and not to give or- 
ders—a private without a name.” 

A sergeant of the Foreign Legion 


‘gives another picture of Colonel Elking- 


ton’s career: 

“Colonel ElkKington, a Canadian call- 
ed Carlston, and an American called 
David Wheeler, were the only English- 
speaking privates of the reinforcement 
draft with which they came, and were 
allotted to our platoon because its 
lieutenant, now Captain Clement Ca- 
nales, who a fortnight ago married an 
English bride in England, and myself, 
the sergeant of the section, both spoke 
English. 

“The kit carried by the legionnaires 
is the heaviest kit borne iby any in- 
fantrymen, and as Carleton and El- 
kington were both middle-aged, the 
lieutenant instructed me that in case 
they found the burden too heavy I 
should relieve them of it and. place 
their knapsacks on one of the \com- 
pany’s wagons that accompanied us. 

“Accordingly at the halts I told them; 
though they agreed that the kit was 
heavy they refused the offer and 
stuck to it right through the whole 


march, Considering that they were 


elderly men, the feat was most credit- 
able, and earned for them the esteem 
of their younger companions. The lieu- 
tenant was very pleased, and spoke of 
it to the captain, who said that it 
proved them to be men of character 
and heart. 

“Elkington never grumbled, was al- 
ways cheerful, and, at least apparently 
contented with hig lot, always polite 
and eager to do what he was told. I[ 
don't think a single day passed by 
without his asking me, ‘When are we 
going to the trenches” The three kept 
very much to themselves, and in their 
spare time wrote letters and read Eng- 
lish and American newspapers and 
magazines. 

“It was decided to send a 
noitering patrol towards the German 
lines, and Elkington and his mates 
pleaded to go with it. At first the cap- 
tain granted their request, saving that 
they would do very well, but on sec- 
ond thoughts he decided that their ig- 
norance of the French language was 
an insuperable drawback. They were 
so keenly disappointed that the captain 
went on to explain to them that he 
had the best opinion of them, but that 
it was not safe to send on patral men 
who, when svoken to, could not make 
themselves understood. ElkKington was 
finally satisfied, repeating what he 
often said, that the captain and lieu- 
tenant were ‘splendid fellows.’ 

“He expressed great admiration of 
the French army, and was deligated 
with the cordiality with which officers 
treated their men, exchanging cig- 
arettes and matches, chatting and sok 
ing with them unconventionally, while 
the men increased their deference and 
respect in the same measure that their 
officers show them cordiality and good 
fellowship. 

“The unanimous verdict of the com- 
any was that the three Englishmen 
—Wheeler counted as English for 
them-—were ‘fine fellows,’ but that it 
was a pity they did not speak French. 
However, they were picking it up rap- 
idly when I left the company and the 
regiment. Subsequently I heard from 
comrades of the legion that in the Sep- 
tember, 1915, Champagne offensive El- 
kingeton greatly distinguished him- 


self.”

Now, the training given is most in- 
tensive in character; each man is made 
to specialize as far as possible, and 
every effort is made to perfect eacn 
member of the crew in the work to 
which he is assigned. The most likely 
youngsters—even those who have never 
seen anything larger than a 12-4bore 
shotgun—are assigned arbitrarily, to 
start with, ae gunpointers and gun cap- 
tains; the hefty, strong, well-built 
lads are made shellmen and loaders; 
men of quick minds are assigned as 
sight-setters and telephone operators, 
and these men are trained, trained, 
TRAINED, and instructed, cautioned. 
Always drilled together, they are made 
to feel that if any one of them falls 
down in his particular job, the work 
of the others is spoiled. or ee 
teamwork, like on the diamond. 

So this gang laid aft and ‘waited on 
the gunnery officer and presented their 
case thuswise: “Of course, Mister, we 
are going to be the next fellows in the 
gun crew to go aboard, ain't we?” 

“Certainly not, you had your trip, you 


just came back.” 
“No, sir; we didn’t just come back; 


we never got there. You Know when 
we left you said we were going to 
England and we never saw England at 
all. We ain’t going back home and 
have all the fellows guy us and say 
that we didn’t finish the job and that 
the U-boat ditched us.” They went 
back all right.

HUNTING THE 
U-BOAT 


It is now tolerably well known that 
picked men from our battleship fleet 
have been sent to man the guns of the 
armed American merchant vessels 
that go abroad. This started first sev- 
eral months ago, and a gun crew and 
their officer in command would make 
a round trip across the ocean and 
then return to their ship. You 
know how well these men have done 
their duty, and truthfully their ex- 
ploits have been reported in the public 
press. 

But in hunting the U-boat little has 


been said about thes long, untiring 


watches and the ceaseless vigil that 
these men must keep while crossing the 
Sea, and particularly when nearing the 
danger zone. And these calls from the 
fleet have been so great that raw re- 
cruits have been specially trained to 
man the comparatively small caliber 
Suns which our merchant vessels carry. 
Intensive training has been the order 
of the day, and the fleet is full of bully 
stories of how these young and compar- 
atively inexperienced men have taken 
to the game. 

There is such a thing as being gun- 
shy and even old-time men might antic- 
ipate things before firing. A draft of 
men came on board a dreadnaught the 
other day. Though willing, they had 
only a mere idea of naval discipline; 
they had only been at the training sta- 
tion a few weeks. They didn’t ask 
who the “topside guy was walking up 
and down the deck with an opera-glass 
under his arm doing no work.” They 
knew that he was the officer of the 
deck.

Several runs were made across the 
course; ranges were taken down: the 
Sig@ht-setter set his sights, and outside 
of actually firing the pieces, it was the 
first touch in the test. 


PRECAUTIONARY 
MEASURES 


One of the precautionary measures 
which is always taken in target prac- 
tice is that after a round is fired the 
first loader looks through the bore of 
the gun to see that there are no un- 
burned powder grains or parts of the 
powder bag or any smoke or flame left 
in the gun. An automatic air-blast 
drives the gases out-of the muzzle, 
thereby preventing premature ex plo- 
sion, Neither the shell nor the powder 
charge are put in the breech until this 
man sings out “bore clear.” But at 
this practice the wind was on the bow 
and drifted the smoke into the gun 
ports and the muzzle of the gun, mak- 
ing it longer to clear the bore.

In response to many requests from reagers of The Constitution that 
the recent address of Pomeroy Burton before the National Rotary convention 
in Atlanta be published in full, this stirring message from the entente allies 
to America, as brought by the personal representative of Lord Northcliffe, is 


reproduced in its entirety below. 


Perhaps no one man in England is more responsible for the “waking up” 
of Great Britain to the realization of its peril and its duty in the world war 


* than Lord Northcliffe, who, as editor of The London Mail and its allied publi- 


cations, pointed the way out of the deadly indifference from which it seemed 
impossible to arouse a great portion of the population of the British empire. 

In his great work, Lord Northcliffe relied constantly upon the energy 
and the inspiration of his right-hand man—Pomeroy Burton—who throughout 
ali the campaign to bring England to its feet, fighting, toiled unceasingly 
with his chief. So when the time came to awaken America from its lethargy, 
it was Pomeroy Burton, former New York newspaper man, now manager of 
all Lord Northcliffe’s publications, who was chosen to deliver the message: 


AMERICA MUST WAKE 
UP, SAYS BURTON. 

For nearly three years the grim and 
bony index finger of war has pointed 
straight this way. 

For nearly three years, and each 
succeeding day with accumulating 
force, urgent reasons have existed for 
putting in order the defensive ma- 
chinery of this country. 

In August of 1914, when brave little 
Belgium stood up against the kaiser’s 
trained legions and shed her rivers of 
blood in defense of the rights of small 
nations, the warning rang out loudly 
that Prussian military autocracy had 
challenged the world. 

But for the glorious fight which 
Belgium made, France must have 
fallen, the channel ports would have 
passed into German hands, and, under 
the cover of the huge guns which were 
then a revelation to the world, the 
invading forces would have swarmed 
into defenseless England, and the war 
would ‘have been quickly over. 

When Belgium stood bravely in the 
pathway of the German bully, she 
fought not only for Belgium, but for 
all the free nations of the world. 

The issue was clear-cut then as it is 
today, and yet, after nearly three years 
of war on a scale such as the world 
never dreamed of before, involving 
country after country, and sweeping 
steadily on, like an overwhelming 
tidal wave, with warning after warn- 
ing of the most definite character— 
the Lusitania, the Sussex, the Arabic— 
with lightning flashes and deafening 
peals of thunder from the darkening 
skies to tell all who were not blind 
and deaf of the approaching storm, 
despite all of these, today finds great 
masses of the population throughout 
the United States dangerously apathetic 
and oblivious to the acute peril which 
threatens them. It also finds this 
country astoundingly unprepared. 

Events have so shaped in this gi- 
gantic world struggle that suddenly 
the United States looms large as_ the 
one likely determining factor in sight. 

The definite thing that threatens the 
world today is a long war. 

And a long war means that the main 
brunt and burden of it must inevitably 
rest upon this country. 

ALLIES MUST 
CONQUER. 


I am not one of those who believe 
the allies can be. defeated—they must 
surely conquer in the end; but so seri- 
ous are some features of the war situa- 
tion today that unless the people of 
the United States awaken quickly to 
a full sense of their individual re- 
sponsibilities and join heartily in the 
work of organizing the country for 
war on an enormous scale, there is al- 
most certain to ensue a long period of 
ghastly fighting and world-wide suf- 
fering—with ruin and starvation on 
every side—and by a long period I 
mean from five to twenty years, or 
more. 

Today the most eéerious single fea- 
ture of the war situation has to do 
with shipping. 

Since 1915 nearly six million tons 
of shipping have been destroyed. 

That is one-sixth of the whole 
world’s shipping. 

Take into consideration the vast 
amount of shipping now devoted to 


ible them to carry on the war. 


strictly military purposes, in addition 
to coastwise, lake, fishing and other 
miscellaneous trade, and it will be seen 
that the remainder, or ocean-going 
mercantile shipping of the world, is 
not in a position to undergo much 
more contraction without serious con- 
sequences to all the allied nations. 

This means that new construction 
must keep pace with submarine sink- 
ings, and must even gain on these 
from this time on if the margin of 
safety as to food, oil and other vital 
supplies is to be reached and main- 
tained. 

Submarine sinkings are continuing at 
the rate of approximately half a mil- 
lion tons per month. 

Presumably the submarine menace 
will be checked and eventually over- 
come, but up to now it has been neither 
checked nor overcome. 

MORE SHIPS 
THE FIRST NECESSITY. 


That being so, 
that more and still more ships must 
be built and quickly put into the 
ocean-carrying service if the allied 
cause is not to be placed in jeopardy. 

As The Manufacturers’ Record put 
the case, “Every resource of this: na- 
tion must be thrown into building 
ships, without regard to the question 
of cost just as freely as we pour money 
into ammunition which is expended the 
moment the gun is fired. Every ship ig 
in realfty a friendly gun throwing inta 
the ports of the allies food and muni- 
tions to Keep the people alive and ena- 
Regard- 
less of cost, every energy of the nation 
must go into building ships, ships, and 
still more ships.” 

The demands upon English shipping 
in particular have been extraordinarily 
heavy, and are growing increasingly 
s0, as the war progresses. Aside from 
maintaining the ‘blockade, these de- 
mands now include the supply and 
maintenance of the grand fleet, the 
providing of substantial assistance to 
the allies in the shape of coal, food 
and munitions of war, the importation 
of vast quantities of raw materials and 
finished products, the constant flow of 
men and stores to the huge army in 
France and also to the armies at Sa- 
loniki, in Egypt, Mesopotamia and 
German East Africa, the maintenance 
of the Mediterranean fleet, and last, 
but far from least, the vast and intri- 
cate system of mine-sweeping and 
patrol work. 

With France and Italy short of coal 
and other essential commodities,. with 
food and oil reserve8 considerably ‘be- 
low normal in the principal allied coun- 
tries, with neutral shipping restrict- 
ed by reason of the submarine 
campaign, and with a prospect in view 
of substantial additional requirements 
for the United States and Russia in 
the near future, is it not clear that the 
utmost energy must ibe directed toward 
increasing the world’s supply of ocean- 
going ships without a single day’s de- 
lay? 

THE FOOD 


PROBLEM.

There is a world-wide food shortage, 
which is due in lange measure to the 
fact that many millione of men have 
been taken from the land and thrust 
into the fighting lines. At present, over 
50,000,000 men are in arms. In single 
marching order they would more than 
reach around the earth at the equator. 
The great bulk of these men have been 
taken from productive industries and 
from the land. As soldiers they con- 
sume more than they did as productive 
workers. It has been stated by a close 
student of the food situation that Great 
Britain’s army of 6,000,000 men, in 1915, 
consumed more méat than all the peo- 
ple of the British Isles in 1913. The 
war’s enormous fighting forces not only 
consume greatly, but they produce not 
at all. Thus the effect is doubly ad- 
verse to the world’s food supplies. 
Germany, whose people are organ- 
ized down to the finest possible point, 
has (been subsisting on semi-starva- 
tion rations for more than a year past. 
She has undergone great sacrifice and 
has faced grave danger from within on 


more than one occasion by reason of 
this food shortage. 
well-informed persons who believe that | 
food shortage may yet cause Germany's! 
sudden and complete collapse. This 
view is met, however, by the fact that 
all such predictions have failed, that 
Germany’s food situation today is ap- 
parently no worse than it was three to 
six months ago, and that there are the 
best of reasons for believing that Ger- 
many will be able to hold out until the 
next harvestis available for distribu- 
tion. If she can hold out this year, it Is 


the judgment of men who are qualified 
to speak that she can continue to hold 


It must be remembered that Germany 
has put all her prisoners of war to 
work on the land and that she has edu- 
cated every man, woman and child in 
the empire in the matter of strict food 
economy. Therefore, the probabilities 
are that those who count on Germany's 
hunger to end the war will share the 
fate of those optimists who have al- 
ways been predicting that the war 
was nearing the end, and retire grace- 
fully from the scene, while Germany 


continues to be fed, and the war goes 
sternly on. 

Closely allied with these two main 
problems are the almost equally im- 
portant questions of raising, training, 
equipping and transporting to Europe, 
large detachments of troops; the manu- 
facture of thousands of airplane en- 
gines and the new types of flying ma- 
chines, and the training of efficient fly- 
ing men to use them; the necessity for 
standardizing allied buying, carrying 
with it the establishment of uniform 
prices, to be exercised through a cen- 
tral buying board, and the urgent ne- 
cessitv for amalgamating so far as pos- 
sible all available American shipping 
with the allied war program. 

In all these directions there is great 
necessity for the United States to prof- 
it by. the mistakes which England and 
France made during the early stages of 
the war, and it is only fair to state 
that information bearing upon most of 
these problems has been frankly sought 
and freely given. This co-operation 
will be closer and more constant as 
time goes on, and will make for speed 
and efficiency in carrying out the Unit- 
ed States’ program for war. 

So far, unfortunately, this war pro- 
gram has been largely a matter of offi- 
chal concern, fairly understood in Wash- 
ington, but not at all understood by the 
people. I say this is unfortunately the 
case, because in no country is it so nec- 
essary for the people to understand the 
individual obligations as in this great 
United States today. 

AMERICA'S 
DANGER. 

Now, what are the underlying rea- 
sons for this curious inability on the 
part of the American people to realize 


that this war to crush autocracy, 80 
that the world’s free institutions may 


continue to exist, is just as much Amer- 
ica’s war as it is England’s war or 
France’s war? Why does the average 
citizen of the United States today ut- 
terly fail to grasp the vital fact that 
if Germany, by some brilliant stroke or 
favoring accident, should destroy the 
British fleet or overthrow the massed 
forces of the allies on the western 
front, the result would be national 
death, and quick national death, for 
this greatest of all of the world’s 
republics? 

The reasons for this strange lethargy 
in the face of real danger are mainly 
twofold: 

First, the allies’ policy of close cen- 
sorship has resulted in keeping the full 
flow of war facts and a reasonable un- 
derstanding of the war’s developments 
from reaching the people—a _  ~»policy 
which has already cost countless thou- 
sands of lives and untold treasure, and 
one which I earnestly hope will not 
be repeated here. The public is en- 
titled to all the war news except those 
matters which military and naval ex- 


perts judge to be of actual value to the | States 


enemy. Establish a censorship board 


There are many | of five newspaper men, with consult- 


ing military and naval advisers, and 
proceed upon that broad and simple ba- 
Sis, and there will be an end to all this 
foolish censorship discussion—the pub- 
lic will get the facts and military se- 
crets unsuitable for publication will be 
automatically withheld. A censorship 
is necessary in war time, but it should 
be a wide-open censorship which will 
keep the people fully informed. 

The Second of the two main reasons 
for apathy is to be found in the atti- 
tude which unfortunately was taken by 
leaders of public opinion during the 
earlier stages of the war, that it was 
no concern of this country. This at- 
titude unquestionably served to create 
a sense of entire indifference to the 
war issues in the mind of the American 
people generally. Now that those who 
held such views have awakened to a 
full realization of the fact that they 
were wrong they find themselves con- 
fronted with a rather awkward dilem- 
ma; they have discovered that this pub- 
lic sentiment, slowly and surely cre- 
ated on what now proves to have been 
an utterly false basis, cannot so swift- 
ly be reversed as the seriousness of the 
present war situation imperatively de- 
mands. In all fairness, however, it 
must be said that, realizing the weight 
of responsibility which rests upon them 
for this hesitation, this doubt,. this 
failure on the part of the people to 
comprehend the full import of the war, 
they are equally outspoken now in urg- 
ing a policy of “complete frankness 
with the people.” 

But I maintain that this situation 
demands far more than even “complete 
frankness with the people’—it demands 
a nation-wide campaign of information 
deliberately designed to bring the peo- 
ple quickly to a thorough understand- 
ing of all phases of the war, of why 
we are in it, of the kind of enemy we 
are fighting, of the urgent necessity 
for the whole people of the United 
States to join with their very hearts 
and souls in the stupendous task which 
lies immediately ahead. The war pro- 
gram which this task embraces can 
not be made effective without the full 
co-operation of the people. That co- 
operation cannot be expected until the 
people have been aroused to a full and 
complete understanding of the war, of 
what it means to them and their fu- 
ture, and of the obligations and re- 
sponsibilities which devolve upon them 
if it is to be won within the next two 
years. 

CAMPAIGN OF 
INFORMATION. 

I would like to repeat with the ut- 
most emphasis what I had the privi- 
lege of stating recently to the Mer- 
chants’ Association of New York, that 
it is absolutely essential for those who 
are shaping the general war program, 
without further delay, to organize and 
project, under government direction, a 


| 


great and far-reaching campaign of in- 
formation desiged to make the people 
understand this war. It should be made 
to reach the eyes and the hearts and 
the full understanding of the people by 
freely using the advertising and the 
news columns of every useful publica- 
tion in the United States, and by using 
the movies, the billboards, the postof- 
fices, the public buildings, the railway 
stations and the publie conveyances, as 
was done in the great publicity cam- 
paigns which were successfully used to 
arouse the people of England to a full 
sense of their danger and their respon- 
sibilities at a critical period of the war. 
In addition to this, the school rooms, 
the lecture halls, the churches, the li- 
braries, the city halls, the public 
squares—all the meeting places of the 
people in every state of the union 
should resound with the voices of 
America’s greatest and most forceful 
speakers, telling the people the full 
truth, the basic facts, about this war. 


President Wilson has made an ex- 
cellent start in this direction by point- 
ing out to the people of the United 
in his Flag day address, that 
they have embarked upon the gravest 
enterprise in American history, that 
the task is one which will call for 
great self-sacrifice, and making clear 
to them why this is so. It is too much 
to hope that the president’s Flag day 
speech is the forerunner of a sys- 
tematic and far-reaching campaign to 
make clear to all the people the full 
meaning of the war? If, coupled with 
this urgently needed campaign, there 
could be accompli¢hed a radical re- 
vision of the French and English cen- 
sorship rules, permitting a much freer 
flow of all kinds of war facts and war 
developments from the fighting areas 
than is possible under existing condi- 
tions, the effect, I feel sure, would be 
enormously beneficial to the whole al- 
lied cause. 

For instance, would it not be the 
height of wisdom to reverse the policy 
which, even yet, conceals from the 
world the full truth about the in- 
credible atrocities in Belgium; atroci- 
tiles which, if possible, have been out- 
done in Rumania, and which up to 
now have not been publicly disclosed; 
adopting a new policy which would 
release to the whole world the story 
of appalling barbarities perpetrated by 
the Germane there—many of them too 
horrible to describe from a public plat- 
form, but all of them serving to show 
the people here what they might ex- 
pect in the event of a German in- 
vasion of the United States; what sort 
of enemy, in fact, it is that we are 
fighting; exposing the fiendish devil- 
try which caused thousands of poison- 
ed candies, filled with typhus germs, 
to be dropped from German aeroplanes 
for Rumanian children to pick up and 
eat; the tragic story of how the 
queen's little bov, her youngest, pick- 
ed up one of these polson-laden sweets 
in her garden, ateit, sickenedalmost at 
once, hovered between life and death 
for weeks and finally died in her arms, 
this story being written by the queen's 
own pen and sent to a lady who has 
recently returned to New York, and 
who has the letter with her now; the 
shocking story of how brutal German 
soldiers forced gentle and refined Ru- 
manian women to disrobe in public, 
and then drove them in groups through 
the streets; the story of Rumania’s 
pitiable plight today, with disease rag- 
ing unchecked for lack of surgeons, 
physicians and medical supplies; the 
blood-curdling details of scores of sub- 
marine sinkings where non-combatant 
victims were ruthlessly shot down, or, 
when they escaped that horrible fate, 
were cast adrift without food or water, 
in small boats on the high seas, to die 
one after the other from madness and 
from thirst; and in a different cate- 
gory, the thrilling stories of those 
combats in the air which are taking 
place every day over the fighting lines 
in France, stories of courage and dar- 
ing the like of which have never been 
equaled in the widest realms of fiction; 
the countless stories of noble heroism, 
of human sacrifice and suffering for a; 
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great cause, which show in their true 
light the details of modern warfare, so 
persistently concealed, and so urgently 
needed to stir the people’s pulse and to 
make them feel and realize the truth 
and the full truth about this gigantic 
struggle between might and right on 
the one side and mfght alone on the 
oher. 

Reverse this policy of secrecy, 
let the people at home have these and 
other true pictures of the war as it 
really is, and I firmly believe the re- 
sponse would be electrical—the people 
of the United States would rouse as 
one man to their task, fired with 


Patriotic fervor born of a full ana 
true understanding of what this war 
means to them and their future, of the 
individual obligations it imposes upon 
those at home ag well as upon those 
who are constantly facing death in the 
firing line for the sake of those at 
home. 

And this, it seems to me, is of para- 


mount importance in view of cireume 
stances which exist today clearly in- 
dicating that, as this country organizes 
for war quickly or slowly, well or 
badly, earnestly or haltingly—so will 
the end of the war be soon or long in 
coming.

After the Ellis bill 
was passed the physicians of Floyd 
county began to plan the adoption of 
the bill, not that it would add one 
penny to their practice, for it will re- 
‘duce their work and income if the in- 
tent of the bill is carried out. Phvysi- 
cians as a rule possess more of the 
spirit of humanity than many people 
are willing to credit to them. 

Why should the physicians of a 
county be more interested in the im- 
provement of health conditions than 
other people? There are some people 
who have acted the part of the grafter 
so long until they are not willing to 
admit, that anybody is honest or has 
any but a selfish motive. There is ab- 
solutely no place for the physicians to 
profit in dollars and cents by an or- 
ganized work of public health. The 
people are the only ones who share 
the benefits, and that is done by im- 
proving general health conditions. 


Victory Number One. 


A committee composed of some of 
Floyd's best medical men went before 
the grand jury in January, 1915. On 
that jury were some of the most pro- 
gressive men in the county. The fore- 
man of this body was our beloved and 
— spirited citizen, Hon. J. Paul 

ooper. This gentleman had no more 
to gain by the adoption of the bill 
than any ordinary man, yet on his 
heave tax returns he was willing and 
anxious to be taxed to support a meas- 
ure which had for its purpose the help 
of mankind. This body of men was 
very anxious to give the physicians 
a hearing on the merits of the bill and 
what it would mean to Floyd county. 
They made a very profound impression 
on every member of thé jury, so when 
the time came for a vote the bill was 
unanimously recommended. This was 
victory number one for better health 
conditions in Moyd county.

The physicians learned to their grea 
delight that the public health legisla@« 
tion proposed for Floyd county had 
gained much impetus between the time 
of the meeting of the first grand jury 
in January and the second in July. I¢€ 
was found that it was no trouble to 
get all the indorsement necessary from 
every civic, religious, social and politi- 
cal organization in the county as well 
as the support and influence of the 
progressive farmers. When the time 
came for presenting the matter to the 
grand jury it was not whom can we 
get, but whom of the large number of 
available citizens shall we use in mak-« 
ing the final effort. Several of the 
prominent physicians, accompanied by 
some of the other leading citizena of 
the county, volunteered thele services 
in presenting the act for ratificatio 

When the grand jury had organize 
it was soon learned to the delight of 
all that our public spirited staunch 
Roman, Hon. John M. Graham, had 
been selected as foreman. No city, town 
or community ever had any e{tizens 
with any more genuine loyalty and pub< 
lic spirit than the two men who wers 
foremen of the first and second grand 
uries. The matter was ably presented, 
y several of the medical men, aca 
companied by an enthusiastic commite 
tee of other citizens. 

The jury acted wisely, for they went 
well into the merits of the act and 
counted the cost as well as the profits 
from such a work, After much delib- 
eiMtion it was the decision of the July 
grand jury that no better investmen 
could be made for the people of Floy 
county than an investment in health 
therefore, a unanimous vote ratifie 
the bill and elected Dr. W . Harbin, 
one of the prominent physicians of the 
county, as the physician on the board 
The men who composed the two and 
juries, which placed public health ad- 
ministration in active operation in 
Floyd county, have rendered a eervice 
to their followman that will continue 
to bless homes after they are gone. 

The Floyd county board of health wag 
organized by the three members, Hon.
